The board found, too, that: 
“The aivent of new weapons 
and the consequent possibility 
that the United States may be 
attacked without warning de- 
mand, as a matter of national in- 
terest, that an effective civil de- 
fense organization be established 
and that necessary plans now be 
prepared.” 

There will be need for specialists 
to “identify dangers” new to war- 
fare, These specialists will tell 
when deadly radioactivity, pro- 
duced by an atomic bomb explo- 
sion or the stealthy spraying of 
material from the air, menaces an 
area. Also, bacteriological spe- 
cialists must be ready to spot the 
appearance of germ warfare. 

The first study group which 
Forrestal will create will propose 
broad plans, and, sald Forrestal, 
“separate the fantastic from the 
possible.” 

When reporters asked him what 
would be fantastic, he gave this 
example: “Putting the steel indus- 
try underground, That's fantastic. 
It would take generations to do it.” 
This -did not mean that certain 
plants, more vulnerable and more 
easily protected than heavy indus- 
tries, could not be put wunder- 
ground,

RECORD INCOME TAX 
COLLECTIONS FROM 
EVADERS LAST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
The Government's drive against 
tax evasion is rolling up new rec- 
ords in collections, indictments 
and convictions, _ 
The Internal Revenue Bureau 
reported today that it took in 
$1,982,167,000 in extra taxes and 
penalties last year, a jump of 
$482,167,000 over 1946’s previous 
record. 

The Government also racked up 
nearly $1,000,000 more in fines as- 
sessed in criminal evasion cases. 
It scored a record of 95 per cent 
convictions in trying 267 persons, 
It didn’t stop with that. A back- 
log of future cases was laid up by 
indictment of 373 persons and by 
investigation of more than 4000 
cases that will result in still fur- 
ther indictmenta, 

Only about §250,000,000 of the 
extra taxes and civil penalties col- 
lected came from persons con- 
victed in court. ; 

Many more people came across 
with much more money without 
prodding. The bureau does not 
prosecute when it gets a “volun- 
tary” back tax payment before it 
begins its investigation o7 the 
case.

CHICAGO, Feb. 14 (AP)—Some 
major commodities touched at 
least a temporary bottom today 
after a 10-day plunge that pushed 
the inflationary spiral back six 
months, 

Soybeans and corn for May de- 
livery continued their slump, how- 
ever, and New York stocks did 
little more than hold their ground 
at levels near the lowest in eight 
months. 

Retail prices, always lagging be- 
hind the markets, still were com- 
ing down. Soap joined flour, 
bread, meat, butter and lard in 
the list of shopper items marked 
down in some grocery stores. 
Prices were down sharply from 
a week ago in many New York 
groceries. Shoppers in most Amer- 
ican cities have had at least a 
few cents chipped off their gro- 
cery bills. 

Wheat Decline Halts. 

All wheat contracts for future 
delivery halted their decline, but 
trading was the quietest of the 
week. There was not much dis- 
position for prices to bounce very 
far back. Prices were going down 
at the close. 

Grains made a much stronger 
comeback Monday only to resume 
their drop Tuesday. 

The strongest showing in the 
compartively few markets oper- 
ating on Saturday was made by 
cotton. At New York, cotton fu- 
tures closed $2.15 to $2.75 a bale 
higher. The staple went $1.65 to 
$2.50 a bale higher in New Or- 
leans, 

Wholesale Index Up. 

After suffering the sharpest 
week-to-week drop in the 12 years 
since it was first compiled, the 
Associated Press wholesale price 
index of 35 basic commodities ad- 
vanced about a quarter of a point 
to 186.56. 

The index which covers com- 
modities in general use, including 
foods, was at the lowest point 
at the start of trading today 
since last Aug. 1. On that date 
it was 185.37, 

Comparisons with other years, 
however, show how far the cost of 
living has advanced, A year ago 
yesterday the index was 169 and 
two years ago, 113, It hit a peak 
of 208.14 on Jan. 9, 

Closing Grain Prices, 

On the Chicago Board of Trade, 
wheat for future Gélivery closed 
% to 2% cents a bushel higher 
today. May wheat, which had 
slumped 74% cents a bushel under 
its Jan. 16 peak, gained 1% to 
2% cents.

March soybeans 
closed at $3.25 a bushel—$1.16 a 
bushel below the Jan. 16 peak.

Flour prices, which have been 
falling steadily in Minneapolia,, 
held steady today in sympathy 
with the stronger showing made 
by wheat. 

The upturn in wholesale com- 
modities and stronger showing of 
grains again brought to the fore 
speculation on what future direc- 
tion prices would take. 

Experts Study Trend.

ON CURRY ROAD AMENDMENT 


House to Act Tuesday on Submitting Plan to 
Boost Gasoline Tax to 314 Cents, Share 


Revenue With 


Cities, Towns.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14— 
When the House of Representa- 
tives votes next Tuesday afternoon 
on the Curry resolution, the im- 
portant issue will be whether the 
state's 125-year-old policy of state 
control of state money is to be 
abandoned. The Curry resolution 
calls for submission to the voters 
of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion increasing the state gasoline 
tax 1% cents per gallon to build 
local farmers’ roads. : 

Since 1920, when the first 


$60,000,000 state road bond issue 
was voted, supplemented in 1928 


Throughout its history, the Mis- 
souri policy has been for local gov- 
ernments to finance themselves 
without state aid, and for the col- 
lection of state taxes only for state 
purposes for the general over-all 
via gg of all the people of the 

e. 


The only exception to this pol- 
icy has been in the matter of 
public education, for which from 
the beginning the state has con- 
tributed from one-fourth to one- 
third. of the general state rev- 
enues, because education is looked 
upon generally as a statewide ob- 
ligation, 


Advocates of the Curry amend- 
ment propose to put roads in 
much the same category as edu- 
cation. They contend that there 
is a state obligation to provide 
all-weather roads for all the farm- 
ers and other residents of the 
state. 

Even its advocates admit that 
the Curry amendment will not 
even half way accomplish this. 
There are about 100,000 miles of 
local county roads in Missouri. 
The most optimistic Curry amend- 


placed their own construction on 
Highway Department financial 
statistics. It differs materially 
from that of the department, The 
department says it will not have 
enough money to do the job it sees 
ahead, The Automobile Club says 
it will. 


A provision in the amendment 
prohibiting municipalities from 
levying gasoline taxes of their 
own is of particular interest to 
the bus and truck lobby and the 
Automobile Club. In some cities 
this provision would lower the 
present gasoline tax even with 
the state increase. It would pre- 
vent the tax from being higher 
pred 8% cents any place in the 
state. 


Except in a few cities the 
amount which would be received 
from the state would exceed the 
amount now being received from 
municipal gasoline taxes, but not- 
withstanding municipal needs 
which might develop in the future 
there would be no way for the 
cities to increase their revenues 
from this source. 

In support of the amendment, 
the argument is made that it is 
impossible to get sufficient rev- 
enue in rural areas to build the 
local roads, that it is important to 
the state as a whole that al] the 
farmers have roads which will 
give them access to markets 
throughout the year, and that if 
the state does not provide the 
eeoigd the local roads cannot be 
uilt. 


It ig argued that the division of 
funds is fair, that the cities, 
which pay most of the gasoline 
tax, will get a part of their money 
back, and that it would be unfair 
to permit the cities to levy their 
own taxes if they were getting 
money from the state. 


The opposition arguments are: 
That expenditure of the money 
through local county courts 
would result in waste and favor- 
itism and that a large part of 
the money would not find its 
way to roads. It is pointed out 
that county courts have had the 
responsibility of building roads 
for more than 100 years, and 
yet there are nearly 100,000 
miles of unimproved roads in 
the state.

Expect Relations to Get

(The United States State De- 
partment published Jan. 21 a 362- 
page record of prewar German 
documents which said Hitler and 
Stalin conspired to carve up Po- 
land, divide the Baltic states, dom- 
inate the Balkans and wreck Brit- 
ish and French influence through- 
out Europe.) 


Russia denied bluntly: that its 
pact with Hitler was part of the 
plan of Soveit foreign policy. 

Russia said that after failing to 
reach an agreement with the 
western powers for a collective 
security front against Germany, 
the Soviet Government faced an 
alternative: 

Either to accept Hitler’s pro- 
posal for a pact for self-defense 
reasons, or reject it and risk an 
immediate war with Germany 
while Russia was still unprepared, 

At this time, Russia said, United 
States “billionaires” were invest- 
ing capital in German industry 
and thus supplying Hitler aggres- 
sion with arms.

Effect of Eliminating Tax.

“If we were on a. cost basis,” 
said Gretz, “ag our costs given 
here réflect increased payrolls and 
increased costs, we would be’ con- 
tinually increasing the charges to 
the companies. But since the con- 
tract is on a revenue basis, the 
American company cannot recoup 
for these additional costs until the 
revenues are increased by the 
state commissions.” 

Allocation of Capital, 

Tabulations by Gretz, by states, 
also showed the sums set up by 
A. T. & T. for allocation of the 
capital employed by it in render- 
ing services under the license con- 
tract. For Missouri the annual 
average was $2,947,007. This in- 
cluded A. T. & T.'’s furniture and 
equipment, its office building at 
195 Broadway, New York; Bell 
Telephone Laboratories’ establish- 
ment; apparatus, equipment and 
supplies heid for emergency needs; 
Working capital, and, notably, an 
item of $2,096,028 for funds held 
available for financing needs of 
Southwestern Bell. 

The last item deals with the 
long-standing practice of provid- 
ing, on ready call, money to pay 
for plant construction, which can 
be paid back as convenient. Often 
it has been paid back through is 
suance o* additional operating 
company stock to A. T. & T. Gretz 
declared that the alternative to 
this arrangement would be for 
Southwestern Bell to borrow funds 
from the public, as investors, but 
that this could not be done at fre- 
quent intervals and in relatively 
small sums, as is done under the 
present practice. 

Savings of System Cited. 

Gretz maintained that the sys- 


tem of cash advances by A, T, & 
T. saved considerable sums for

“The American Meat Institute 
said that bacon sides, cured but 
not smoked, averaging 12 to 14 
pounds, dropped another cent and 
a half at Chicago. This represents 
a total wholesale decline since the 
mid-January peak of 14 cents a 
pound, Similar declines have oc- 
curred in cured but unsmoked 16 
to 18 pound hams, the institute 
said. Sliced smoked bacon now has 
declined at wholesale 10 to 15 
cents a pound from a month ago.

JERUSALEM, Feb. 14—Britain 
has shelved its plans for separate 
military alliances with the Arab 
states and is seeking instead a 
collective Arab League pledge to 
support a Western bloc in the 
event of war, according to reliable 
information from Egypt. 


British diplomats are said to be 
active in Cairo where the Arab 
League is meeting. It is reported 
here that British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin may put in an 
appearance there, 

The British plan for collective 
negotiations would explain the 
suspension of the British-Trans- 
Jordan treaty talks in London, 
which followed the rejection by 
Iraq of the newly signed military 
alliance with Britain. Trans-Jor- 
dan and Iraq are members of the 
Arab League along with Syria, 
Lebanon, Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
Yemen, 

The Cairo informants say the 
projected Arab League pledge to 
support the West in thé event of 
war would be the first of several 
unobtrusive eteps toward British- 
Arab military negotiations. This 
new approach would spare the 
nationalistic susceptibilities of the 
Arabs. It would be followed up 
by trade, economic and cultural 
agreements, with friendship trea- 
ties eventually to be negotiated 
by staff talks on mutual aid in 
the event of aggression,

CHANCELLOR COMPION 
ON WORLD PEACE TASK 


qQas 


Tells Washington U, Faculty 
Other Nations Look on U.S. 
as Danger Spot. 


The world’s main job is that of 
setting up a peace that will last 


‘and education is the chief means 
of accomplishing this end, Dr. Ar- 
thur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University, said last 
night. 

Speaking before members of the 
* faculty invited by the university's 
Woman's Club to attend a meeting 
in the Women’s Building on the 
éampus, Dr. Compton gave a brief 
resume of developments at the In- 
-ternational Conference of the 
United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization 
which he attended in Mexico City 
last November and December. 


Special attention was paid at 
the conference, he said, to a study 
of the tensions in nations that 
lead to war or peace. Other coun- 
tries, he gaid, look upon the Unit- 
ed States as a danger spot be- 
cause it represents a part of the 


woild which {sg creating a tension, 

“They think of us, with our 
technological progress, as pulling 
away from the rest of the world,” 
he added. “Therefore it is im- 
portant to us to consider our own 
pattern of life and to educate our- 
selves to help others get a peace- 
ful pattern.” 

If this country does hot extend 
its pattern of peace to other na- 
tions, he predicted, almost cer- 
tainly there will be a third World 
War. He called attention to the 
anomaly of the United States, with 
its technological advances, having 
a peaceful outlook while “compar- 
able countries” in Europe, also un- 
der technological influences, have 
a warlike pattern, 


Dr. Compton leaves for Wash- 
ington tonight to attend a meeting 
of UNESCO's national commission 
which will be in session there 
from tomorrow night through 
Wednesday. As one of three vice 
chairmen of the commission he 
will be primarily concerned with 
the position of the United States 
on the part science should play 
in the effort to establish a lasting 
peace,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
A compromise 30-day extension of 
rent controls won important back- 
ers in Congress today only 15 days 
before the present federal act 
dies. : 

Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 


ka, acting Republican Senate 
leader, told a reporter: 

“IT have an idea that controls 
will be extended for at least 30 
days and the Senate may act on 
it before the week ends.” 

At the same time Wherry, critic 
of all Government controls, said 
recent price drops “have relieved 
the pressure behind all these con- 
trols and increased the need for 
quick tax reduciton.” 

McCarthy Agrees, | 

Another Republican opponent of 
controls, Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, agreed with Wherry 
about the rent extension. 

“But I also believe that of the 
present 600 federal rental control 
areas at least one third could be 
decontrolled without any serious 
damages,” McCarthy said, 

As vice chairman of a joint 
housing investigation, MeCarthy 
spent recent weeks visiting all ma- 
jor urban areas and cities of the 
nation. He declined to specify 
cities where controls should end 
or be retained. 

“We must keep rent controls in 
some areas for one, two and per- 
haps even three years,” he told a 
reporter. “But the present federal 
setup must be revised to give local | 
rent control boards full power. 
They must nave the final say on 
controls, increases and recontrols.” 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
said ‘a recent closed-door session 
of all Republican Senators heard 
predictions by G.O.P, leaders that 
rents would “double in a short 
time” if controls ended immedi- 
ately. Morse said the group de- 
cided an extension is necessary in 
the public interest. 

Closed Meetings Scheduled. 

Some decisions as to the form 
and length of continued controls 
are expected early in the week. 
Both Senate and house banking 
committees have closed meetings 
scheduled Monday and , Tuesday 
on rents, 

Recommendations by a Senate 
subcommittee headed by Senator 
Cain (Rep.), Washington, for rent 
control extensions have caused a

Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, chairman of the House 
Banking committee, also said a 
30-day stopgap extension is likely. 

“T don’t think we'll know defi- 
nitely within the next two weeks 
to a month where we're going 
economically,” Wolcott told rtre- 
porters in comment on falling 
commodity prices.

These may take 
the form of so-called feminine 
maladies, nausea, ‘skin frritations 
or even heart disease, he said. 


Repeated examination by a phy- 
sician may do moreeharm than 
good, the doctor said, because the 
search for an ailment may con- 
vince the patient there is some 
organic cause for her difficulties.

With Roosevelt Although 
“Left Fringe’ of New Deal 
Sometimes Was Hostile.

EVER an unfriendly word passed be- 
N ive President Roosevelt and me dur- 

ing my 12 years {n the State Depart- 
ment. Naturally a few emphatic differences 
rose between us, which we thrashed out 
earnestly and bluntly but in friendly spirit. 
Our association in general was very agree- 
able. 

The President respected the proviso I 
made in accepting his offer to become Sec- 
retary of State, namely, that I would not 
be a mere transmitter and receiver of mes- 
sages to and from foreign governments, 
that I would have my full share in formulat- 
ing and carrying out foreign policy. 

He and I entertained in most respects 
the same philosophy in international rela- 
tions. In case of sudden developments 
when we were separated, either of us could 
usually know what the other's action would 
be. This likemindedness in foreign policy 
was a major factor in our effective work- 
ing relations. 

In these memoirs I shall write primarily 
about the conduct of foreign affairs by this 
Government. I shall not include any ac- 
count of the domestic achievements of the 
Roosevelt Administration of which the Pres- 
ident was the chief architect. The record 
of the panic to which Roosevelt’s Admin- 
istration fell heir and of the remedies pre- 
scribed under his leadership, vast reforms 
without precedent as to magnitude and im- 
portance, will alone give him a high and 
lasting place in the history of our domestic 
affairs. Nor shall I undertake to write 
about the President's achievements ag com- 
mander-in-chief of our armed forces during 
the recent World War except in those in- 
stances wherein there was a combined for- 
eign and military policy. Here again his 
outstanding accomplishments mark him as 
one of the ablest commanders-in-chief in 
our history. All in all he was a truly great 
President. 


Negotiated With British 
On Famous Destroyer Deal. 


During my tenure in the State Depart- 
ment I found that in the majority of cases 
I bad to make my own decisions. Although 
a Secretary of State confers with the Presi- 
dent on important matters of policy and is 
the President's agent in the field of foreign 
relations, in practice he acts largely on his 
own initiative and responsibility. I could 
issue instructions to American representa- 
tives abroad, demand explanations from 
foreign representatives here, dispatch diplo- 
matic notes to foreign governments, and 
negotiate treaties with such governments. 

I had to use my own judgment as to 
whether given policies or developments were 
important enough to bring to the Presi- 
dent's notice. Sometimes I would lay before 
the President, with suitable recommenda- 
tions, a question involving new policy. At 
other times a question of policy was not 
important enough to be brought to his at- 
tention, or it fell sufficiently within the 
lines of a general policy or a well-defined 
philosophy on which he already entertained 
. @ favorable attitude. 

To illustrate, I recommended the moral 
embargo during the Italo-Ethiopian War, 
having Italy particularily in mind. The 
President was then on a cruiser off the 
Mexican coast. I told him we proposed to 
announce the embargo in his name, if agree- 
able to him, and he readily consented. 

Another illustration is the effort we made 
at the Montevideo Pan American Conference 
to settle the Chaco War. I treated this as 
a part of the Conference's proceedings to 
promote peace, and took the appropriate de- 
cisions. I kept the President informed in 
a general way of what we were doing. 

Still another instance is my conduct of 
the negotiations with Great Britain for the 
lease of British bases, from Newfoundland 
to British Guiana, in exchange for 50 Ameri- 
can over-age destroyers, The President and 
I talked this over and reached a general 
understanding. He then turned over to me 
the task of conducting the negotiations with 
Britain, This I did for 10 solid days, keep- 
ing the President informed from time to 
time as to the status of our discussions, 


Saw Japanese Ambassador 
Before Pearl Harbor Attack. 


When they were concluded, I was to as- 
sume the responsibility of signing my name 
for our Government. This also included re- 
sponsibility for an exchange of cables with 
Winston Churchill in which he made an of- 
ficial pledge that the British Navy would 
not in any circumstances be allowed to fall 
into German hands or be scuttled. 

A final example, among many others, is 
the negotiations with the Japanese Ambas- 
sador in the nine months before Pearl Har- 
bor. I conducted some 40 to 60 conferences 
with the Ambassador, mainly at my hotel 
apartment. I kept the President informed 
as to the general tenor of the discussions, 
end at the same time prepared the data 


for conferences between the President and 
the Ambassador, which I arranged. 

Neither the President nor I had any too 
much experience in handling the tech- 
nical side of foreign affairs. We gathered 
this experience quickly because of the 
nfaltitude of problems that faced us at 
once. The great task largely devolving 
upon me, of implementing our policies 
and applying fundamental principles to 
the hopelessly complicated situations 
abroad imperatively calling for solution, 
was rendered all the heavier in the early 
years by the indescribable chaos in the 
domestic situation which required the 
daily attention of the President to an 
unusual extent. 

During his first term in office President 


most full charge of foreign affairs. I kept 
him thoroughly informed on all major de- 
velopments, but he expected me to furnish 
the initiative in policy and action. Begin- 
ning with his second term, his interest and 
participation in foreign affairs greatly aug- 
mented, 

Mr. Roosevelt's knowledge about the 
world abroad was extensive. No Presi- 
dent since Jefferson and the Adamses had 
a wider knowledge of peoples and condi- 
tions abroad, Though he sometimes tend- 
ed to commit us too far in his direct ap- 
proaches to the heads of other govern- 
ments, and to forget the diplomatic im- 
plications of his military decisions, his 
viewpoint toward the world was progres- 
sive and forward-looking. 


Roosevelt Described as 
Rare Judge of Psychology. 


He was a man of great personal charm 
who could always make himself agreeable 
and attractive in conversation, and this 
was helpful to us in dealing with states- 
men and diplomatic representatives of 
foreign governments, He was a rare judge 
of psychology and was always able to get 
over to the public most effectively any 
message or. appeal. In this respect he 
had, in my opinion, no equal among his 
predecessors except Theodore Roosevelt. 
He was at his best in proclaiming to the 
world in highly dramatized form great 
slogans and principles such as the Four 
Freedoms. His wide knowledge of per- 
sons, together with his energy and good 
judgment as a rule, highly equipped him 
for leadership. 

The President, with rare exceptions, could 
scarcely have been more considerate toward 
me as Secretary of State throughout’ my 12 
years in that office. He almost invariably 
approved my recommendations or sugges- 
tions, which often included important for- 
eign policy. With the exception of his con- 
ferences with Mr. Churchill and Marshal 
Stalin, which he regarded as being primarily 
military, he virtually always sought my ad- 
vice or concurrence before taking an im- 
portant step in foreign relations. He looked 
to me on innumerable occasions to provide 
the substance of his addresses on foreign 
affairs or to compose his messages and re- 
plies to Churchill, Stalin, and other heads 
of governments, 

Harry Hopkins remarked to me on one 
occasion that a person might serve Presi- 
dent, Roosevelt for almost any length of 
time, and the President would never 
thank him. But Hopkins continued that 
Mr. Roosevelt was, in fact, grateful for 
all that such persons had done for him. 

I replied that my relations with him had 
always been free from personalities and 
without a short word, and I added that on 
numerous occasions he spoke with entire 
appreciation in referring to given phases of 
my work. 

Almost invariably, when either the Presi- 
dent or I returned from a trip, as well as 
fairly often between times, he sent word to 
me inviting me to come over to his office 
for luncheon, se that we could talk over 


questions and conditions undisturbed. 


Roosevelt was so immersed in an avalanche | 
of domestic questions that he left me in al- | 


If it were at all warm he said, ‘‘Let’s 
make ourselves comfortable.” He took 
off his coat, rolled up his sleeves, un- 
buttoned and opened his collar. I did 
the same, 


Luncheon was brought in (no drinks 
were served) and placed on his great 
desk in the oval office that already had 
so many associations for me. It was in 
that room that I first saw President Wil- 
son, and later, Presidents Coolidge and 
Hoover. 


Our conversation was informal, The 
President usually had a good story to 
tell that he had just heard. Then, for 
about an hour, we could talk over the 
problems that faced us. Invariably we 
were alone. Interruptions were infre- 
quent, although occasionally the Preai- 
dent would answer the telephone if an 
important caller were on the line. 


Conferences Were Held 
At Roosevelt’s Bedside. 


In conversation he was always consider- 
ate. When we sometimes differed on im- 
portant questions, he never showed impa- 
tience as I argued the opposite side. He 
listened attentively through to the end, 
without interrupting. Each of us in due 
time -learned to omit elaborate argument 
where one of us knew that the other, after 
full opportunity for consideration, énter- 
tained definite convictions. 

Our conversation dealt almost entirely 
with foreign affairs, but I did not hesitate 
from time to time to express myself in a 
general way on domestic affairs as well. On 
several occasions I spoke something like 
this: 

“From my youth on I’ve studied liberal 
teachers such as Locke, Milton, Pitt, Burke 
and Gladstone on to the Lloyd George 
school, I ‘followed through’ under the lib- 
eral leadership of Woodrow Wilson. In 
Congress I had a labor record between 
90 to 100 per cent, chiefly on progressive 
legislation. Still I can’t help but feel that 
you’re going too fast and too far with cer- 
taine of your domestic reforms. There 
hasn’t been sufficient time to adjust them 
to conditions in the country, The people 
haven't had time to digest them. I think 
that periodically the country needs time to 
accustom itself to some of these drastic, 
new policies. And, in a few instances, the 
policies ‘themselves seem too drastic.” 

I also made it clear to him that I was 
not in harmony with a permanent policy of 
government spending, having always stood 
for a fixed policy of balanced budgets 
based on progressive and practical policies 
on which suitable national progress in all 
essential respects could be soundly based. 

The President always heard me through 

with entire respect. Then he continued 

eating or smoking, without saying any- 
thing. After a few seconds of silence he 
or I mentioned something else and the 
conversation veered in another direction. 

I often had occasion to see President 
Roosevelt in the early morning, when he 

was still in bed. Usually he had already 
been up, eaten breakfast, and returned to 
bed to conduct the first business of the 
day, I found his bed strewn with news- 
papers, documents, letters, and telegrams, 

I pulled up a chair nearby and we be- 
gan to discuss the question at hand. 
This practice continued throughout the 
years I was at the State Department. 

In general, I was not a social intimate 
of the President. I was not invited to 
White House dinners, except on official oc- 
casions, or to weekend excursions on Mr, 
Roosevelt's yacht or visit to Hyde Park. 
Mr. Roosevelt respected my determination 
not to dissipate my energies in social affairs. 

Moreover, I was frankly glad not to be 
invited into the White House groups 
where so often the “liberal’’ game was 
played on an extreme basis, I was known 
not to be an extreme liberal or semi- 
radical as were some of those who were 
close about the President, and my pres-

ence in their gatherings would have been 
as embarrassing to me as to them. 

Of far more importance to me were thé 
pleasant, quiet luncheons I had alone with 
the President on scores of occasions, when 
for an hour at least we could exchange 
shirt-sleeve opinions without the necessity 
to guard every word and watch every 
comma, 

My relations with the President's moth- 
er, Mrs. Sarah Delano Roosevelt, were 
most cordial. In my opinion she was a 
remarkable woman, who had consecrated 
her all to her son and her country, I 
first learned to know of her through the 
information brought to me that she was 
frequently supporting me and my public 
views. She became my warm personal 
friend and in our conversations exhibited 
at all times a wide intelligence and ex- 
cellent understanding of international 
questions and conditions. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt was further 
to the left than I was, and my contacts 
with her were very limited, though suf- 
ficient to enable me to appreciate her 
ability, She was a valiant fighter for the 
organization of peace and developed a 
wide influence In the United States and 
other countries for peace and other hu- 
manitarian causes, 

I am convinced that the President was 
completely frank with me. Although I did 
not attend his purely military conferences— 
unless the question was also one involving 
foreign affairs——or domestic conferences, I 
never asked him a question about the most 
secret military or domestic situation that 
he did not instantly and unreservedly re- 
spond with full information. 


Resents Direct Reports 
By Envoys to President. 


. Several of our Ambassadors, particularly 
Bullitt in Moscow and later Paris, Kennedy 
in London, and Davies in Moscow and later 
Brussels, who were old friends of his, had 
the habit of writing to him direct, over my 
head, While it is always inadvisable for 
Ambassadors and Ministers to carry on a 
correspondence with the President which 
includes discussion of important questions 
of policy—a fact I deprecated in my talks 
with Mr. Roosevelt—I do not recall any 
instance of any consequence in which the 
views and course of the State Department 
were seriously interfered with by this prac- 
tice, 

The President pursued one practice that 
was frequently disturbing to the Depart- 
ment — that of sending special envoys 
abroad as his personal representatives to 
talk with the heads of foreign govern- 
ments. or to perform certain missions. 
Among them were Harry Hopkins, Henry 
Wallace, W. Averell Harriman, Patrick 
J. Hurley, William J. Donovan and Jo- 
seph E. Davies, all of whom went on one 
or more missions, Sending these special 
envoys tended in many instances to create 
havoc with our Ambassadors or Ministers 
in the capitals they visited. Neverthe- 
less their missions rarely interfered with 
the strictly diplomatic efforts of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The President and I conferred with re- 
gard to the appointment of my immediate 
assistants in the State Department and of 
our ambassadors and ministers abroad. As 
time went ‘on, the President made a number 
of suggestions for such appointments; but 
in a good majority of instances the State 
Department made recommendations to him, 
and in due course he acted upon them 
favorably, with some exceptions, 

His own suggestions came to me in la- 
conic, pencilled or penned notes on small 
sheets of White House stationery. Un- 
dated, they would read like this:

SCHOOLS FOR WORKERS

GAINING WIDE SUPPORT 


Congress Considering Bill Indorsed by AFL and CIO; 
Would Establish Plan for Labor Like Present Agricul- 
tural Extension Service; University Professors Would 
Teach Economics, History in Union Halls,

partisan support, the legislation would pro- 
vide for some 40 million wage and salary 
earners a program similar to that carried 
on by the Agricultural Extension Service for 
the families of six million farm operators. 

The Congress of Industrial Organizations, 
the American Federation of Labor, the rall- 
road brotherhoods and independent unions 
have indorsed the plan, which would benefit 
unorganized as well as organized workers. 

The Senate bill was introduced by Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, and Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
and the counterpart in the House by Mad- 
den (Dem.), Indiana, and Tollefson (Rep.), 
Washington. Some observers think the bill 
will have the support of a number of Con- 
gressmen who voted for the Taft-Hartley Act 
and wish to “redeem” themselves in thé 
eyes of the labor voters. 

Passage of the bill together with an ap- 
propriation, probably $10,000,000 for the 
first year, will be. urged at hearings sched- 
uled to start Monday before a Senate com- 
mittee. Previously it was estimated that 
$10,000,000 would be.needed the first year, 
$20,000,000 the second year and $30,000,- 
00C each year thereafter. Farm extension 
services cost the Federal Government about 
$23,000;000 annually. 

Perhaps becauge of its relatively non- 
controversial nature the legislation has re- 
ceived little public attention, though the 
labor unions, especially the CIO, have been 
active in promoting it. A committee financed 
by many small union contributions has set 
up a Washington headquarters for this pur- 
pose. 

In explaining the bill recently, Tollefson 
said that through it labor is asking for bet- 
ter access to and more training in the use 
of the modern tools of facts and reason. 


For Peaceful Relations 
Between Labor, Management. 


. “This,” he said, “will promote orderly 
collective bargaining and peaceful indus- 
trial relations, It will likewise promote 
wider and wiser exercise of the rights and 
responsibilities of citizenship in the com- 
munity, state and nation.” 

The measure provides that the service will 
be set up in the Department of Labor and 
administered by the Secretary -of Labor. 
The sponsors are insistent that the United 
States Office of Education get no part of it. 
The Federal Government would grant up to 
75 per cent of the cost of projects, with 
the remainder coming from sources within 


‘the state, either official or unofficial. 


Instruction would be given at times and 
places such as union halis, convenient for 
wage and salary earners, Teachers for the 
most part would be drawn from co-operating 
colleges and universities, 

The general schedule of courses, based 
on specific requests from workers, would be 
something like this: 

Economic problems of American indus- 
try, economics of individual industries, 
labor legislation and law, social security, 
collective bargaining, history of the labor 
movement aa related to economic and po- 
litical history, consumers’ problems, cur- 
rent national and international events, 
health and safety, government, community 
programs, public speaking, shop steward 
training, time and motion studies, griev- 
ance procedures and techniques of work- 
ers’ education, 

Services. would include workshops for 
various types of writing, research projects, 
exhibits, pictorial material, confere 
library services, motion pictures and oc- 
casional speakers. 

Both federal and state levels are con- 
templated in the scheme of administration. 
The program would be administered from 
Washington by a director responsible to the} 
Secretary of Labor and appointed by the 
President with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. The director would have as 
advisers a National Labor Extension Coun- 
cil of 15 members, a majority chosen by the 
Secretary of Labor from a panel submitted 
by bona fide national labor organizations. 
The remaining members would be appointed 
by the Secretary from co-operating schools, 
social science research agencies and from 
organizations in the field of workers’ educa- 
tion, 


Requests for Instruction 
To Come From Local Groups. 


In each state a similar board, of from 
nine to 16 members, would be appointed by 
the Governor from a panel submitted by 
statewide labor organizations and other rep- 
resentatives from the same fields as those 
on the national board. 

The state board would receive local re- 
quests for instruction, approve the services 
given by co-operating universities and e¢ol- 
leges, make sure the funds are spent with- 
out discrimination and submit plans and re- 
ports to the Secretary of Labor, 

The co-operating institutions would be 
selected by the state boards following local 
requests from groups of workers. The in- 
stitutions would have to meet standards set 
up by the Department of Labor, 

At present many unions have education 
departments and a number of universities 
sponsor workers’ education programa through 
their extension divisions, but the unions pro- 


test that these services answer only a small

The opportunity to conceal 
profits and make a poor showing on the rate of 
return is almost unlimited, 

This is not idle speculation, but is a matter 
of record on the authority of the United States 
Supreme Court. The record was made when the 
court was a very conservative body numbering 
among its members Justices Butler, Sutherland, 
Van Devanter, McReynolds and Roberts, We re- 
fer to the case of Lindheimer vs. Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co, 

In this case Illinois Bell claimed it saahed 


~ $4,000,000 of additional revenue a year from the 


Chicago area “to prevent its property from being 
confiscated.” 

But the Supreme Court, with Justice Pierce 
Butler, the former corporation lawyer, as the 
spearhead, reasoned differently. Disregarding 
the company’s hard luck story, the Supreme 
Court cast about and found that in the period in 
which the company had pleaded “confiscation,” 
it had in fact paid 8 per cent dividends on its 
stock, increased its capital stock by $80,000,000, 
increased its fixed-capital reserves $32,000,000 
and more than doubled the book-cost of its plant 
and general equipment. Over 30 per cent of the 
operating expenses each year were attributed to 
“depreciation expense,” -yet the company was 
willing to take out of its rate base an amount 
equal to only one-third of the accumulated de- 
preciation reserve, The Supreme Court said: 

This actual experience of the company is 
more convincing than tabulations of esti- 
mates. In the face of that experience, we 
are unable to conclude that the company has 
been operating under confiscatory intra-: 
state rates. ,.. Zlaborate calculations which 
are at war with realities are of no avail, 

The glaring incongruity between the effect 

of the findings below, as to the amount of 

return which must be available in order to 
avoid confiscation, and the actual results of 


the business makes it impossible to accept 
these findings as a basis of decision. 


Lindheimer v. Illinois Bell was decided in 


* 1933. Four years ago the Supreme Court went 


further in Federal Power Commission v. Hope 
Natural Gas Co. It invited state commissions 
to push illusive plant valuation to the back- 
ground and to concentrate, instead, on seeking 
utility rates “which enable the company to op- 
erate successfully, to maintain its financial in- 
tegrity, to attract capital and to compensate its 
investors for the risks assumed, , , .” 

The Hope decision has received deserved at- 
tention in several states where Bell. System sub- 
sidiaries have sought higher rates. The Hope 
doctrine was applied outright by the Wisconsin 
Public Service Commission. It was the main 
consideration in the decision of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission, In the telephone 
rate cases in Tennessee, New Jersey and other 
states, it has been an important factor. 

The difference between the Hope decision 
formula and the return-on-invéstment formula 
boils down to a question of whose money it is 
on which a “fair return” shall be allowed. 

Take, for example, the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., using the figures for the last 
published annual statement, 1946. In the “as- 
sets” column, this statement gives the value of 
the telephone plant as $509,442,732. In the 
“liabilities” column, capital stock is listed as 
$210,000,000; funded debt (debentures) totals 
$75,000,000; and advances from A. T. & T. come 
to $10,800,000. The total capital investment on 
which a return must be earned is $295,800,000. 

How do we account for the difference between 
this capital investment of $295,800,000 and the 
plant valuation of $509,442,732? The answer is 
simple. The difference-—-$213,642,732—is made 
up from telephone rates which subscribers have 
paid over the years in excess of what was needed 
to meet the handsome dividends on Southwest- 
ern Bell’s common stock and the going rate of 
interest on the funded debt. About two-fifths 
of the property was built, in the late Justice 
Brandeis’ phrase, with “other people’s money.” 

Does it make sense or justice for utility pa- 
trons to pay in perpetuity a return on that part 
of utility property built from excess profits de- 
rived from excessive rates? In shifting over to 
the Hope Natural Gas formula, the Georgia 
answer 
which is simplicity itself. Applying this method, 
Georgia allowed Southern Bell a rate increase 
equal to only 38 per cent of the amount sought. 

As Moody’s Manual shows, Southwestern Bell 
is a much more prosperous property than South- 
ern Bell. For years it has paid considerably 
higher dividends. If the Hope doctrine is em- 
braced in Missouri, Southwestern Bell, we think, 
will merit no rate increase whatever. 
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To Protect a Basic Right 


A bill has been drafted by the Illinois Bar As- 
sociation’s governors to lift Illinois out of its 
low place among states in the protection of basic 
trial rights. This bill would require Judges to 
inform accused persons, who face possible im- 
prisonment, that they are entitled to counsel for 
defense, Such a law would have made it im- 
possible for Illinois to hold Tony Marino illegally 
in prison for 22 years—an outrage again:t jus- 
tice which brought condemnation from the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. This excellent bill 
should be made into law. Meantime, the Illinois 
Supreme Court should apply its principle as 
other state supreme courts, including Missouri's, 
have done. The Shoffner and Wilson cases, 
which the Illinois court has heard, present just 
this opportunity, 


Marshall Plan Progress 

If the recommendations of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee are accepted, the Administra- 
tion will get just about as much financial back- 
ing for the Mashall Plan as it asked. True, the 
committee cut the figure from $6,800,000,000 to 
$5,300,000,000, but it cut the period covered from 
15 to 12 months. So the request has been only 
slightly shaved by the Senate committee. 

Jt is regrettable that the committee picked up 
the idea of having the program administered out- 
side the State Department. That could mean a 
dual foreign policy. The further provision that 
aid to Europe should not contribute to shortages 
at home also could lead to mischief. It hardly 
will be possible to help Europe without a cer- 


tain belt-tightening in America. Shipments of 
steel immediately come to mind. Most such 
dilemmas, however, would disappear if American 
industry had the courage to expand production 
to meet demand. 

On the whole, the recommendations offer a 
solid base for international recovery, especially 
since they authorize a four-year aid program 
with only the amount of each year’s appropria- 
tion open to debate. The 16 E.R.P, nations are 
ready for another meeting, and this should cut 
much guess work out of their deliberations. 

It also should hasten Moscow's realization that 
the United States has no intention of withdraw- 
ing from the field—the realization which Secre- 


tary Marshall said is essential to a settlement of. 


the differences between East and West. 
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For Children Who N eed Help 


One of the causes of child delinquency in 
Missouri is the state’s own delinquency in the 
care of children who have lost their parents 
and have. become wards of the state. The state’s 
delinquency grows out of an inadequate law 
concerning foster homes, day nurseries and 
child welfare agencies, The law is so lax that 
many homes to which dependent children are 
entrusted are never so much as looked at by 
state inspectors. 


Thanks to the Missouri Association for Social 


Welfare of which Mrs. Roscoe Anderson of 
Webster Groves is president, steps are being 
taken to correct this condition. Remedial legis- 
lation passed the House last year. It is now 
pending in the Senate Committee on Public 
Health. It should be reported out, adopted and 
sent to Gov, Donnelly for signature, 

The present law gives the state authority to 
interest itself only in boarding homes for chil- 
dren under the age of three, That obviously is 
much too low an age. The bill awaiting Senate 
action covers homes caring for children up to 
the age of 16. The present law does not include 
the day nursery, which now is an important 
agency in the care of children. The pending 
bill would bring day nurseries under inspection. 

The present law covers only those homes in 
which board is paid. As the Association for 
Social Welfare points out, some of the greatest 
abuses of children have occurred in free foster 
homes. The present law exempts agencies con- 
ducted by religious orders, an exemption which 
makes Missouri one of two states (the other is 
North Carolina) which do not license child care 
agencies conducted by denominational groups. 
The pending bill would bring Missouri into line 
with general practice. 

One of the worst faults of the present law is 


' that it is fuzzy about things which should be 


unmistakably clear. Thus, the provision concern- 
ing parental consent for the placement of a 
child is at best ambiguous. One Missouri court 
interprets it one way and the next court inter- 
prets it another. On not a few occasions con- 
sents have been declared invalid after a child 
was happily established in a new home. 

There are still other good points about the 
pending legislation as, for example, the estab- 
lishment of procedure for punishing those who 
violate the law. The spirit of the bill, however, 
is not in the least harsh. It would allow the 
issuance of a temporary license for agencies 
which are meeting a specific need in a com- 
munity “but need time to qualify.” 

Four of the membérs of the Senate Commit- 
tee are St. Louisans — Senators Horn, Utter, 
Hogan and Webbe. We hope to see them take 
the lead in urging Chairman Walker of Car- 
roliton to arrange for a prompt vote. In view 
of the awakened interest in the welfare of the 
youth of the state, following the Boonville 
Training School disclosures, House Bill No. 135 
should certainly be one of the enactments of the 
present session at Jefferson City. 
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A Case for the St. Louis Bar? 


Paul Dillon, sought for three weeks to appear 
before federal investigating agencies in the case 
of the disputed parole for four Capone gangsters, 
is in Mexico where he cannot be served with a 
subpena. Profegsionally, Mr. Dillon is a lawyer, 
as it happens the lawyer for John F. Dougherty 
in the ouster suit against St. Louis’ Sheriff. | 

What does the St. Louis Bar Association think 
of Mr. Dillon’s conduct? Is this disappearance, 
at a time when the United States Attorney in 
Chicago desires his presence, a course which 
adds to the prestige and good name of the St. 
Louls bar? Does it not, on the contrary, reflect 
against the bar as a whole? 

There was a time when the bar association and 
the disciplinary committees set up under the 
integrated state bar organization were quick to 
investigate every appearance of unprofessional 
conduct, Perhaps it may be assumed that the 
absence of Paul Dillon from the authority of the 
United States is already being looked into by his 
associates in the local bar.

Blot on the Medical Profession 

The Department of Justice’s suit against 2750 
oculists, to enjoin the taking of kickbacks on sale 
of eyeglasses, is a commentary on the failure of 
the medical profession to rid itself of the abuses 
that have sprung up in medical practice. In ad- 
dition to those already named, including 12 St. 
Louis oculists, the Government plang to proceed 


' against 1500 more. 


Since the total number of oculists in the coun- 
try is about 8000, according to a survey made by 
Fortune magazine in 1940, this means that more 
than half the oculists in the United States stand 
accused of a practice that is a disgrace to the 
profession, a gouge on their patients, and an 
aid to a price-fixing, market-limiting cartel in 
optical goods. 

The truth is that the ocullsts have been let- 
ting Bausch & Lomb and the American Optical 
Co., which control the optical goods business in 
the United States, play them for suckers. Even 
those who receive as much as $20,000 a year in 
kickbacks were getting small change by com- 
parison with what they were giving, for they 
were selling out the courage and independence 
of their profession. 

Physicians contend that their public silence 
on such matters comes of being ethical, but 
sometimes it also comes of being scared. The 
agreements by which oculists designated Bausch 
& Lomb as their agents for the dispensing of 
eyeglasses did not necessarily mean that these 
oculists were taking kickbacks, but they did 
mean it so often, and they were such a perfect 
device for the kickback, that they placed suspi- 
cion on the innocent signer as well as the guilty. 

The medical profession—not the oculists alone, 
but all of it—owes an obligation to itself and to 
the public to bring the facts out into the light 
and effect a general housecleaning. 

We trust that the recent proposals of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, the Missouri State Medi- 
cal Association, the St. Louls Ophthalmic Socie- 
ty and the St. Louis County Medical Society to 
do something about it, are evidence that they 
intend to do just that,

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Bevin Backs U.S. Drive Against 
Communism, but He Still Builds 


Weakened Economy and Suspicion of Russia | 


Altered Inherited Plan for British Suprem- 
acy in Western Europe and Mideast, With 
Americans Dominating Pacific.

LONDON, Feb. 14 (AP), 


OMESPUN, uninhibited Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, seék- 


ing a solvent peace, has led 


Britain over left-wing barricades 


into step with the United States in a global diplomatic march 
against Communism, This has surprised his Conservative opponents 
more than his followers in the Labor party. 


Two threads which together 
have patterned the design of life 
in postwar Britain wind constant- 
ly through the tcpestries of Bev- 
4in’s policies in the hot spots of 
the world. 

First has been the country’s 
blitzed economy which seriously 
, posed the question whether Brit- 

ain was finished as a world power. 

Second was the government's 
repeatedly expressed suspicion of 
Russia's role in the world’s ten- 
sion areas. 

When the United States Con- 
gress authorized President Tru- 
man last March to take over Brit- 
ish responsibilities in. Greece and 
Turkey, a basic phase of Bevin’s 
policies in Europe collapsed. For- 
eign Office experts frankly ad- 
mit that the Bevin line had de- 
veloped naturally from the Church- 
illian wartime concept of a Brit- 
ish-American entente. 

Bevin was anxious to maintain 
the 50-50 partnership, with the 
United States assuming great new 
obligations in the Pacific, and 
Britain retaining first responsi- 
Lility for the Atlantic, west and 
Mediterranean Europe, and the 
Middle East. Lend-lease was to be 
replaced by the American loan to 
bridge the gap between V-E day 
and a solvency based on restored 
multilateral world trade. 

Had Critics From Start. 

Some of Bevin's critics from 
the first opposed the status he 
had chosen for Britain. 

R. H. 8. Crossman, leader of a 
parliamentary group which urged 
the government to keep left, ar- 
gued constantly in the House of 
Commons that the country could 
not the commitments al- 
lotted to it on the basis of a two- 
bloc world. He contended that, 
with France and other west Euro- 
pean countries, Britain should 
stay out of the middle in any 
Russian-American ideological war; 
that she should develop a conti- 
nental policy aiming at creation 
of an independent and united Eu- 


rope. 

Top level British foreign policy 
planners say the Truman doctrine 
and the Marshall plan both were 
the direct results of the vacuum 
caused by the collapse of British 
policy in the Balkans, and of her 
transparent inability to contribute 
to the economic stabilization of 
the rest of Europe. ’ 

After last March, the British, 
faced with the realities of the gi- 
gantic Russian-American power 
struggle, had to base their foreign 
policy on one or more of these 
alternatives: 

1. Join Russia against the 
United States, 

2. Join the United States 

Russia. 


3%. Or, in partnership with 
other countries in the same situ- 
ation, seek to remain indepen- 
dent of both. 

Bevin Makes His Choice 

Bevin has chosen a combination 
of the latter two. He has taken 
the lead, after some hesitation, to 
organize a west European bloc tied 
to the United States, 

There has been consistent pres- 
sure from his left wing opponents 
on the ground that if the United 
States and Russia ultimately go to 
war, Britain will serve only as an 
unsinkable air base for American 
bombers. Many of these critics 
are just as firmly opposed to Brit-/} 
ain moving into the Russian bioc. |

tative line of action:

Bevin has accepted some of 
their ideas, and in some of their 
recommendations the group has 


found support among certain non- 
left wing forces. 


For instance, Lord Beaver- 
brook’s powerful press has called 
on Bevin “gratefully to decline”

this would involve exposure of the 
colonial empire and cofmnmon- 
wealth to “high-pressure United 
States economic penetration.” 

High-lighting Bevin's policies in 
the Mideast has been the VU. N. 
decision to create independent 
Jewish and Arab states in a parti- 
tioned Palestine, ending a 25-year- 
ol” mandate, 

Here too, traditional British 
policy, which Bevin elected to in- 
herit from the Conservatives, suf- 
fered a fall. Because, in his own 
words, his personal reputation was 
at stake, Bevin’s pride suffered a 
bitter blow. 

Labor’s election victory in 1945 
brought to office such longtime 
supporters of Zionism and a 
Jewish Palestine as Prime Minis- 
ter Attlee, Deputy Prime Minister 
Herbert Morrison, Colonial Secre- 
tary Arthur Creech-Jones and 
former Chancellor Hugh Dalton. 
After receiving the cabinet’s blank 
check to settle the problem, Bevin 
threw in his hand last summer 
and called for U. N. mediation. 


Transcending the immediate 
destiny of Jew and Arab in that 
tiny trouble spot is Bevin’s fear 
of possible Russian designs. 

So, to insulate the shock a 
Communist victory in Greece’s 
civil war may give British-Amer- 
ican supremacy in the Mediter- 
ranean, Bevin has evolved a s0- 
called master plan by which he 
hopes to develop a_ British- 
Arabian security system. 

His subordinates already have 
begun negotiating a series of 
tight military and economic al- 
Hances with the individual states 
which make up the Arab empire. 
sprawling from Morocco to the 
shores of the Black Sea on Rus- 
sia’s doorstep. 

Back U. 8S. on Japan Policy. 

Bevin has backed the expressed 
American desire to leave Russia 
out of a Japanese peace confer- 
ence if the Russians are not pre- 
pared to negotiate on an 11-nation 
instead of a four-power basis.

HE REV. JAMES BERNARD 
MACELWANE, S§.J., started 
the Western Hemisphere’s first 


department of geophysics at St.] #2. 


Louis University in 1925 to con- 
centrate the scientific assault on 
the problems of the structure and 
contents of the earth and the 
forces which shake it. He’s been 
a world leader in the field ever 
since. 

Father Macelwane, dean of the 
university's Institute of Geophy- 
sical Technology, is a stout, quiet 
man who wears rimless glasses 
and has a pleasant, unassuming 
manner. His smiling face is as 
much a part of him as his clerical 
collar and his well-worn Jesuit 
coat. He is 64 years old, the hair 
he has left is gray. 

His principal specialty is earth- 
quakes. The courses he now 
teaches on the subject range from 
hydrodynamics to the advanced 
mathematics of vector analysis, 
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but he has taught a lot of other 
things in his 41 years of exposing 
students to knowledge. New sec- 
retaries at the institute are 
startled to discover that he can 
read the hieroglyphics of short- 
hand as well as those of mathe- 
matics. He smiles at the aston- 
ished expression which invariably 
greets him when he first corrects 
a new secretary's notes, then con- 
fesses that he taught shorthand 
at a-high schoo] 40 years ago. 
His capacity for work seems 
phenomenal to his younger 4s- 
sociates, who get tired just think- 
ing about it. After spending his 
days teaching and performing the 
manifold tasks connected with 
running the Institute, he usually 


night to work until midnight or 
1 a.m. on the research problems 
which are on his mind at the 
moment. 

Adorned With Crucifix. 

His office, in the Institute’s 
building at 3621 Olive street, has 
gray-white plaster walls adorned 
only with a crucitix, a picture of 
Christ and a few: small group 
photographs of scientific associ- 
ates. His desk is likely to be cov- 
ered with papers which have over- 
flowed from the “in” and “out” 
trays provided for them. 


Earthquakes fascinate him, not 
only because a study of their 
habits uncovers the knowledge 
needed to avoid the destruction 
they wreak, but also because they 
can be used as tools to provide an 
insight into the 4000 miles of mat- 
ter between the surface and the 
center of the earth. 

That insight, necessarily some- 
what vague, stems from the fact 
that earthquake waves, like all 
waves, are bent and echoed, and 
their intensity is altered, when 
they pass through substances with 
differing dénsities. ° 

Scientists record at several 
points on the earth’s surface the 
intensity, the direction and the 
times of arrival of the waves 
which roll out from one earth- 
quake. Then they compare notes, 
apply the general laws of wave 
physics, and figure out where the 
earthquake occurred and what the 
earth has done to the waves on 
their way through. 

Measuring what the earth has 
done to the waves, Father Macel- 
wane explained, furnishes the 
same kind of information about 
the earth that measurements of 
the effect of a lens on light rays 
give about the lens. Light rays, of 
course, flow in waves. 

“If you hold a colored light be- 
hind a transparent ball,” he said, 
“the ball, like a lens, bends the 
light rays as they flow through it. 
If you didn’t know originally that 
the ball was in the way, the fact 
that the light rays had been bent 
would tell you so, and you could 
find out the shape and size and 
density of the ball by measuring 
the curve it has put into the rays.” 

Scientists, when they applied 
that idea to earthquake waves, 
discovered some sharp differences 
in the curves of the waves when 
they got to the surface, depending 


upon the location on the surface 


of the stations making the meas- 
urements, The sharp differences, 
they concluded, must be the result 
of some equally sharp variations 
in the elasticity and density in 
the earth, 

Shell Theory. 


The result was the present shell 
theory of the structure of the 
earth. There is an outer crust, 
Father Macelwane . said, which 
varies in depth from 10 to 30 
miles. Beneath the crust is a shell 
called the outer mantle, 600 miles 
thick, which, remarkably, is either 
much more elastic or less dense 
at the bottom than at the top. 
Next comes the inner mantle, 1100 
miles thick, and finally the very 
dense core, which is about twice 
as large as the moon. 

Father Macelwane and other 
seismologists have uncovered some 
evidence which he believes shows 
that scientists still may not have 
found the kernel inside the shells. 
There is at least one inner core 
inside the core, he thinks. Thus 
far, nobody has found out very 
much about the nature of the mat- 
ter in either the inner or the outer 
core, 

Half of the job of determining 
officially where earthquakes oc- 
cur is done by Father Macelwane 
and‘ the Institute’ staff. Jesuit 
seismologists all over the world 
send here, the central station of 
the Jesuit Seismological Associa- 
tion, the information about earth- 
quakes they record on their seis- 
mographs, the devices which 
measure everything that can be 
measured about the earth's vibra- 
tions, They use for the purpose, 
incidentally, tables of earthquake 
wave-travel-times which Father 
Macelwane prepared, 

Father Macelwane and his as- 
sociates look over the information, 
make as good a guess as they can 
about where the quake occurred 
and how violent it was, and then 
send it to Science Service, a 
scientific news agency, in Wash- 
ington. Meanwhile, the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey 
is doing the same thing with in- 
formation it has gathered, 

“If we agree,” he _ reported, 
“Science Service gives the in- 
formation to the newspapers. If 
we don’t agree...” He paused 
momentarily and smiled, Then he 
added, “If we don’t agree, we wait 
until we get some more informa- 
tion.” 

Father Macelwane’s position as 
a world authority on seismology 
has been challenged only once, by 
an earnest woman who upbraided 
him in a letter for making a pub- 
lic talk in which he ey earth- 
quakes are caused by faults in the 
earth. A man of the cloth, the 
woman said, should know better 
than anyone else that faults are in 
man, not in “the earth, God’s per- 
fect creation.” 

Geological Weaknesses. 

The priest replied in a letter in 
which he concurred completely 
with the woman's intent, but 
pointed out carefully the distinc- 
tion between human frailties and 
amoral geological weaknesses. 

Microseisms, little vibrations 
which shake the earth continu- 
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ously, have been occupying much 
of Father Macelwane’s attention 
in recent years, and now are 
threatening to send him into the 
weather forecasting business on a 
full-time basis. The particular 
microseisms he is studying come 
in two wave sizes, one lasting 
about six seconds and the other 
about one-half of one second. 

In 1939, one of his graduate 
students, the Rev. J. Emilio 
Ramirez, S.J., now director of the 
Geophysical Institute of the 
Northern Andes, announced that 
the six-second variety of micro- 
seism was caused by hurricanes 
and other storms at sea. Previ- 
ously it had been suggested that 
the vibrations were caused by surf 
pounding on the shore. 


Cause of the vibrations, Father 
Macelwane suggested, was the vor- 
tex of the storm pounding the 
ocean bed. Since the direction of 
the microseisms arriving at an 
observing station is determined by 
the position of the storm, charting 
of the vibrations permits charting 
of the position of the storm which 
is causing them. The United States 
Navy, to which Father Macelwane 
acted as an adviser, used that 
method of plotting storms during 
the war. 

As a part of Father Ramirez's 
research, Father Macelwane de- 
vised, to measure small vibrations, 
a new kind of instrument which 
he named a microbarograph. The 
microbarograph showed for the 
first time the existence of micro 
waves in the atmosphere. What 
causes them nobody knows yet, 
but the Navy last year granted the 
Institute $54,000 to study them and 
the one-half second microseisms 
in the hope that there may be 
some correlation between both 
types of short vibrations and the 
weather. That research is just 
getting started. 


Other matters connected with 
moving and shaking of the earth 
into which Father Macelwane has 
delved at various times include a 
study of earthquakes in the New 
Madrid area, a study of earth- 
quakes in California in relation to 
known faults, and some special 
projects on blasting for companies 
which use a lot of explosives. 


The neighbors used to object 
when a charge set off by one of 
the companies shook more than 
the rock being blasted, he report- 
ed. Hence, the Institute staff has 
been acting as consultants to 
some firms for about 10 years, ad- 
vising them how much of a charge 
they can use safely and where to 
place the charge to get the maxi- 
mum effect with a minimum of 
untoward repercussions in the 
neighborhood. 


One of Nine Children, 


Father Macelwane, one of nine 
children, was born near Port Clin- 
ton, O., Sept. 28, 1883, and re- 
ceived his elementary education 
in @ one-room country school- 
house, He spent the next few 
years helping his father in the 
family fishing and fruit-growing 
businesses. “Our folks went into 
two enterprises at once to keep 
all the boys busy,” he recalls. One 
of his sisters, Sister John the Bap- 
tist, of the Ursuline Order, also 
became a scientist. She has a 
Ph.D. in physics and heads the 
department of physics and mathe- 
matics at Mary Manse College, 
Toledo, O. 


was 18, and joined the Jesuit or- 
der two years later in 1903. After 
studying at St. Stanislaus College 
of. John Carroll University in 
Cleveland, he taught mathematics, 
and shorthand, for one year at 
St. John’s College High School in 
Toledo, O. Then he came to St. 
Louis University, receiving his 
A.B. degree in 1910. 


Father Macelwane, who de- 
scribes himself as a “spoilt physi- 
cist,” began to drift into geo- 
physics. He received his M.S. de- 
gree from St. Louis University in 
1912, Except for five years spent 
studying theology, he taught at St. 
Louis until he went to the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, 
where he received his Ph.D. de- 
gree in 1923. He had been ordained 
in 1918, 


’ 
He was assistant professor of 
geology at California from 1923 
to 1925, shending most of his time 
organizing graduate studies in 
selsmelogy and planning the ex- 
pansion of seismic stations there. 
He came back here as professor 
of the new department of geo- 
physics in 1925, and, in addition to 
his other duties, was dean of the 
university's graduate school from 
1927 to 1933. When the Institute 
of Geophysical Technology was 
established in 1944 combining a 
lot of engineering with geology 
and geophysics courses, he became 
dean. 
He has headed a large number 


of scientific organizations, includ- 
ing the Seismological Society of 
America, the Jesuit Seismological 
Association, the seismology section 
of the American Geophysical Un- 
ion, and the St. Louls and Mis- 
sour! Academies of Science, He 
also has served as vice president 
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of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and 
is a member of the Italian Seis- 
mological and Meteorological so- 
cieties, 

In addition, he has represented 
the United States on several in- 
ternational seismological commis- 
sions, and now is chairman of the 
seismology, soil mechanics and 
volcanology panel of the Commit- 
tee on Geophsical Sciences of the 
Joint Research and Development 
Board. He has headed the St. 
Louis University chapter of the 
American. Association of Univer- 
sity Professors, and was vice- 
chairman of the Catholic Com- 
mission on Intellectual and Cul- 
tural Affairs, which was organized 
to co-ordinate efforts of Catholic 
scholars to establish “a just and 
peaceful world order.” 

Interested in Languages. 

Languages always have been his 
principal extra-curricular interest. 
He first began acquiring them 
while he was in high school, and 
now can read German, Spanish, 
Portugese, French and Italian, 
and speak German and Italian 
when he has to. Seeing no reason 
to stop with those he studied Rus- 
sian for a while and found time 
to sit in on some Japanese classes 
during the last war. 

Many of his summers between 
1911 and 1943 were spent on field 
trips near Canon City in the Colo- 
rado mountains, where he taught 
geology to small groups of gradu- 
ate students. At Canon City he 
supervised the Ph.D. research of 
the Rev. Victor J. Blum, now as- 
sistant dean of the Institute, who 
correlated minor variations in the 
earth’s magnetic field with geolog- 
ical structure. The work eases 
the job of mining engineers, who 
now can find deposits of various 
ores by noting abnormalities of 
the magnetic field caused by the 
deposits, 

On those field trips, Father 
Blum recalls, Father Macelwane 
led the students on strenuous 
eight-hour hikes through rough 
country, pausing for breath only 
when a student asked a question. 
The students found a lot of ques- 
tions to ask, Father Blum re- 
marked. 

Once Father Macelwane set off 
for some solo prospecting and be- 
came so absorbed in what he was 
doing that he forgot to return to 
the truck, The other members of 
the group organized a_ search. 
After about an hour, they still 
hadn’t found the errant priest, 
and it was nearly dark. Just as 
they were thinking about enlisting 
the help of the bloodhounds at 
the Canon City penitentiary, 
Father Macelwane finally was 
found, going down a canyon In the 
direction away from the truck. 
The next day was the only un- 
scheduled day off the group had 
all summer. 

Father Macelwane announced 
that morning that he was ready 
to go again, but the group had 
returned to Canon City so late

Mr. Roosevelt became 
President, I always called him 
“Franklin.” Afterwards I called 
him “Mr. President” because, for 
one reason, when I saw him he 
was so often with other people. 
But even when we were alone I 
addressed him as “Mr. President,” 
although we had few occasions to 
use titles. He always called me 
“Cordell” both before and after 
becoming President, 

The President visited the State 
Department only once. He came 
to the Department after hours to 
look over offices on an upper floor 
to be used by some of his “anony- 
mous assistants.” 

More than once I suggested to 
the President that he call in 
former President Hoover for 
conference on certain subjects 
such as the food situation 
abroad, I myself had no hesita- 
tion in conferring with my pred- 
ecessor, Mr, Stimson, and I re- 
ceived valuable assistance from 
him, particularly in connection 
with Trade Agreements legisla- 
tion. But the President’s and 
,Hoover’s relations had become 
embittered, with the result that 
the former never invited the 
latter to the White House. 

I myself conferred with Hoover 
informally a number of times, 
though not officially at the State 
Department. Our conversations 
took place, on Hoover’s sugges- 
tion, at the home of former Under 
Secretary of State William Castle, 
and I reported on them to the 
President. Hoover manifested the 
liveliest interest in public affairs. 
As to whether his extreme hos- 
tility toward Roosevelt gave a 
more bitter tinge to his partisan- 
ship I could not say. At any rate, 
it was a two-way hostility. 

Some of the extreme left 
fringe people kept the President 
stirred up from time to time 
about the State Department, It 
was not Mr. Roosevelt himself 
who had difficulty with the 
State Department; it was a few 
of the left fringe who got. to 
him and protested at times be- 
cause I did not take orders from 
them.

During his life, says Celine, he 
has “spent so many years as a 
bard, a hero, an official, and a 
doormat in the service of s0 
many thousands of madmen” 
that his “‘memories alone would 
fill a whole insane asylum.” 
Actually, this novel is a wed of 
memories, its “I being the au- 
thor and its events those of his 
adolescence in France just prior 
to World War I. | 


It is no pastoral or plushy 
youth that he recreates. He 
paints a home life racked by the 
tensions of domestic desperation 
centering in his father, a man 
of small ability and gigantic 
emotions. In the world into 
which he was sent to learn and 
earn, he met the kindly and the 
corrupt, he saw lechers, perverts, 
madmen, frauds, eccentrics, 
crooks, absurd intellectuals, and 
intellectual charlatans, fretting 
and strutting upon a _ stage 
peopled, apparently, by Pieter 
Bruegel the Elder and set by 
Salvador Dali. This world and 
these people he renders with a 
“superior savagery,” his view of 
them “the apotheosis of down- 
right disgust with life.” 


This is no book for the 
squeamish. Celine is no more 
reticent than an explosion. His 
style, variously likened to a 
lunging live wire, « torrent, a 
tempest, etc., has the force of 
something elementally gigantic, 
limitless. It may repel those 
readers who habitually seek shel- 
ter under euphemisms, but the 
truth that Celine employs is the 
truth common to all the great 
satirists. 

Human life in the manifesta- 
tions Celine has experienced is 
contemptible when it isn’t simply 
absurd, and he describes it with 
gargantuan laughter or retching 
disgust. Perhaps the reality that 
he describes so relentlessly and 
repugnantly will seem, to many, 
the stuff of nightmare; perhaps, 
as Andre Gide has observed, “it 
is not reality which Celine 
paints but the hallucinations 
which reality provokes.” The 
reader’s own horizons will deter- 
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The Fabulous Donald . 


DONALD OF CHINA

6 é OU’VE heard about Wil- 

Y liam Henry Donald, the 
lous, an almost legendary char- 
acter, who for four decades 
sought to knit together the 
loose and sprawling land of 
China and to give it dignity.’ 
So Mr. Selle begins the lively 
book which he calls “the story 
of Donald as Donald himself told 
‘it,” and the mood of the open- 
ing sentence is the mood of the 
book, Out of it emerges a Donald 
even more fabulous and legend- 
ary than before, an Australian 
who never learned to speak 
Chinese yet reshaped the destiny 
of China. 

Of course Donald himeelf, a 
scrupulously honest man if at 
times a wild practical joker, 
would never have made such 
claims for himself. It isn’t clear 
just where Mr. Selle obtained his 
fill-in material. A former sea- 
man, newspaper man and Holly- 
wood scenarist he met Donald 
when Donald was dying of cancer 
in Honolulu, in January, 1946. 
There he obtained Donald’s per- 
mission to write his story and, 
by his own account, had a total 


“If {te of some 16 or 18 hours conversa- 


tion with him. 

Possibly Donald had assembled 
some notes; Mr. Selle doesn't 
say. Friends sent letters; Her- 
bert Elliston, once Donald's col- 
league in Peking, apparently 
helped; passages from Mr, Ellis- 
ton’s articles are quoted without 
benefit of quotation marks. But 
it is*hardly fair to Donald to call 
this overwritten, sensationalized 
personality story “Donald's own 


story.” 
C more than 40 years. He had 
arrived in Hong Kong in 
1903, a 37-year-old newspaper 
man curious enough to venture 
up-river from that fortress-island 
to the all-Chinese city of Canton. 
It is a little difficult to credit 
Mr. Selle’s statement that immedi- 
ately after his first visit to Can- 
ton Donald was appointed ad- 
viser to the viceroy “on all mat- 
ters that pertained to govern- 
ment in south China,” but Don- 
ald held a bewildering variety 
of advisory posts in the years 
that followed, counseling Man- 
chus, Dr. Sun Yat-sen (whom 
Mr. Selle paints as an ignorant 
fool, which was certainly not 
Donald’s own verdict), old Wu 
Ting-fang, the dictator Yuan 
Shih-kai, the “‘Young Marshal’ 
of Manchuria, and the present 
Generalissimo and his wife. 

In Mr, Selle’s story Donald 
personally arranged the Canton 
boycott of 1908 which was a 
forerunner of the revolution of 
1911, and of that revolution also 
Donald “‘took charge.” He even 
captured Nanking in a kind of 
one-man offensive, meanwhile 
tossing Japanese correspondents 
out of railway trains and watch- 
ing them roll down the Oriental 
hillsides. He bullied a Chinese

No Peking or Shanghai tiffin- 
gossip ever invented a more fan- 
tastic tale than that of the Sian 
kidnaping, and some of the 
mystery associated with it has 
never wholly lifted. The story 
Mr. Stelle tells seems to have an 
authentic Donald fing, and 
throws sharp light on the watered 
versions published by the Gen- 
eralissimo and Madame. The 
mediatory role played by the 
Communist leader, Chou En-lai, 
is particularly interesting. Don- 
ald never liked Communists, but 
at least at that time he believed 
in Chou En-lai. 

Donald differed from the old 
treaty-port hands of his day in 
that he believed in the destiny 
of China. But, like them, he al- 
ways looked for salvation to a 
“Strong Man.” $Through the 
years, as one Btrong man after 
another failed him, he always 
discovered new strong meg in 
whom to put his faith. Whether 
Donald had as little sense as his 
biographer that it is the people 
as well as the strong men who 
have made and are making Chi- 
nese history, is a question which 
only a better biography can 
solve.

Ingrown Southerner Looks at TVA 


by a 10-page listing of honors 
won by Taos residents, Among 
these is Oscar Edmund Bernijng- 
haus, former St. Louisan, who is 
represented in the City Art Mu- 
seum collection and who won 
eight major Artists’ Guild prizes 
here between 1907 and 1924. 
The artist, one of seven who 
founded the Taos colony, is 
credited with tireless support of 
every worthy Taos projéct. 


Some of the other artists, like 
John Marin and the late Mars- 
den Hartley, both represented 
by Taos landscapes, are popularly 
identified more closely with 
other sections of the country. 
Since their sojourns in Taos 
were relatively brief, their in- 
clusion suggests a qualification 
of the publisher’s claim that here 
is a “definitive book on the Taos 
movement... filling a gap in 
art history,.”’ 

It ia plain, moreover, that art- 
ists of similarly short residence 
have been excluded from the 
plan of the book. Mrs.‘ Luhan 
asserts that some of those who 
labored there ‘“‘introduced mor- 
bid symptoms into compositions 
of the clear and lucid world 
about them.” She concedes at 
least one was gifted. But these 
artists are not named and there 
is an odd refrain each time refer- 
ence is made to them: “Morally 
sick artists disappear from here. 
.. . Evil does not flourish here.”’ 

One must allow for an occa- 
sional blind spot in almost any 
writer on so varied and subjec- 
tive a field as contemporary 
American art. And the author 
has the unusual perspective of 
one who feels almost proprietary 
rights in Taos. She has, she 
writes elsewhere, “gathered those 
famous as artists, writers and 
musicians into (her) home sga- 
lon.” She lists herself as a 
patron of the arts, and her por- 
trait is among the paintings re- 
produced. She calls her commu- 
nity “‘the best known and most 
significant art’ eenter of Ameri- 
ca.”” Some basis for this fine 
school spirit is to be found in the 
awards and museum collections 
listed after each artist’s name.

By One Who Ought to Know

time. ‘‘The Great Ones,” Inger- 
~Oll’s first novel which has just 
been published by Harcourt, 
Brace, is an undertaking along 
these lines and it proves, among 
other things that abundant doc- 
umentation is not enough to 
make a novel; it may even kill 
one. 


This story of “greatness” — 
the quotes are necessary from 
now on—recounts the rise to 
fame and wealth and the roman- 
tic union of two individuals who 
can only be described as spirit- 
ual yahoos, 

The male protagonist goes to 
Yale in search of God but finds 
a business, partner instead. Be- 
fore leaving college the pair 
have already conceived the idea 

a factual news weekly and im- 
mediately upon graduation they 
pass the hat emong their well- 
heeled acquaintances. With the 
money thus acquired they start 
the magazine; it backa and fille 
but finally catches on, Sturgess 
Strong (our hero) alienates his 
partner by marrying the latter’s 
fiancee, is cajoled by his editors 
into starting a second periodical, 
gets filthy rich, joins the Rac- 
quet club and is periodically 
called to Washington for consul- 
tations with the President.

The best that the author can 
do for Sturgess is insist on his 
energy and seal.

In 
any case the characterization is 
unconvincing, partly because the 
author depends upon simple as- 
sertion without supporting evi- 
dence in anything that his char- 
acters say and do. Then the 
writing, though infected with a 
kind of energy, is awkward, im- 
precise, banal and wholly lack- 
ing in sonority or overtones. His 
love, scenes sound like the leav- 
ings from a “True Confession” 
magazine. One is embarrassed, 
not at the frankness of the epli- 
sodes but at the author’s gauche 
and juvenile raptures. 

Latking charm and plausibil- 
ity the story necessarily lack’s 
ironic penetration, What re- 
mains ia the purely extraneous 
possibility that Ingersoll is tell- 
ing a true story, slightly altered, 
in fictional form. At certain 
important points the story co- 
incides with known facts and as 
no official disclaimer has been 
made in the front of the book it 
may be assumed that the resem- 
blance is strictly intentional. It 
must be said, however, that the 
narrative also sounds implausible 
as fact. 

Oafiahness ja no bar to mate- 
rial success but Titans don't 
usually get that way with no 
more than Sturgess has to show. 
There must be more to the man 
—and the model from which he 
is drawn — than Ingersoll has 
told us.

In his TVA survey it is not his 
facts that are wrong; it is what 
he says they mean.

| SAW POLAND BETRAYED 
By Arthur Bliss Lene 


(Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis, $3.50) 
A FTER almost 30 years as an 


American diplomat, Arthur 

Bliss Lane was appointed 
Ambassador to Poland by Presi- . 
dent Roosevelt in 1944, ‘Three 
years later, he resigned to write 
this book, which he calls a re- 
port to the American people and 
in which he charges that Mr, 
Roosevelt and Winston Churchill 
betrayed Poland to the Commu- 
nists. 

The “betrayal of Poland,” says 
the former Ambassador, began 
in December, 1943, at Tebran, 
when Roosevelt and Churchill, 
without consulting Poland, ac- 
ceded to Stalin’s demand and 
gave Russia 70,000 square miles 
of Polish territory. Notwith- 
standing the President's agree- 
ment to carve up Poland for the 
Communists, Roosevelt, in his 
1944 campaign, promised the 
Poles in'the United States that 
he stood for “a strong, free and 
independent Poland.” This 
pledge won him the support of 
Americans of Polish ancestry. 

The following year, bowever, 
Mr. Roosevelt at the Yalta con- 
ference, surrendered to the 
Churchill-Stalin thesis that the 
Polish-Russian frontier should 
follow the Curzon line, This de-

Ferguson was away from the 
capital today and Senator Know- 
land (Rep.), California, who ranks 
next on the committee, said he 
could not discuss the Thomas case 
or Tydings’ comment, 


Thomas also declined to com- | 
ment today. Two weeks ago he 
said he would not consent to a 
public hearing by Chairman Fer- 
guson. He promised then “all the 
information they want.” 


At that time, Thomas said he 
had invested from $150,000 to $175,- 
000 in commodity markets and 
securities over the last 20 years. 
More recently, the Senator said, he 
and Mrs. Thomas have disposed of 
all their holdings.

JERUSALEM, Feb. 14 (AP) — 
The commander of Hagana, the 
Jewish militia, said today it was 
prepared to win its fight against 
the Arabs even without aid from 
United Nations forces. 


He expressed hope, however, 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil will approve creation of an 
international force to assist the 
Jews in establishing their inde- 
pendent state in partitioned 
Palestine. 


More urgent, he indicated, is 
the lifting of the United States 
embargo on shipments of military 
equipment to the Jews, 

The military commander’s name 
is secret even to most Jews be- 
cause Hagana still is not official- 
ly recognized by the Palestine 
Government ‘under the British 
mandate. His statements were 
made in written answers to qués- | 
tions by the Associated Press, 

Says Jews WIIl Survive. 

“Tf the United States makes | 
available men and drmg the job 
will be easier,” said the com- 
mander. “In any case Jews of 
the world will make aufficient 
arms and manpower avaliable for 
us to survive and establish a state. 
This factor will come fully into | 
play once the British blockade ex- | 
ists no longer,” | 

The British are scheduled to 
terminate their mandate by May 
15 and withdraw their forces by 
August. 

He said the present Hagana 
policy of “aggressive defense” | 
probably would be changed to “at- 
tack” some time after May 15, 
and that the Jewish forces then 
will launch an offensive against 
Arab concentrations in Paleatine. 
Some reports forecast an Arab 
military move in the next few 
days. 

“We are confident that we can 
even now successfully repel all at- 
tacks, naturally not without losses 
and even defeats, for that is war,’ 
the commander asserted. 

‘“But we can hold our own In 
Palestine now, and inflict seri- 
ous military and economic dam- 
age upon the Arab attackers.

Winterizing Can 
Aid Fuel Saving 
During Shortage 


The scarcity of heating fuel this 
winter will not be so serious for 
individual homes that are proper- 
ly winterized, in the opinion of 
the Construction Research Bu- 
reau of New York, clearing house 
for building information. 

The Bureau said, individual 
householders can save from one- 
third to one-half the fuel that 
otherwise would be burned 
through following suggestions is- 
sued by the Federal Government 
and the petroleum, coal and gas 
industries, Their suggestions are 
based on laboratory and field tests 
conducted over several years by 
government agencies and various 
state universities. 

The United States Bureau of 
Mines is on record with the state- 
ment that more than one billion 
dollars a year in fuel would be 
saved if all of the 38 million homes 
in America were insulated, weath- 
er-stripped, equipped with storm 
sash and with all cracks proper- 
ly caulked. The Small Homes 

ouncil of the University of Illi- 
nois reports: 

"Insulation is required in all 
homes that are heated in winter 
or are exposed to high tempera- 
tures in summer, and the greater 
the heat or cold, the greater the 
need for insulation.” Teats con- 
ducted by the unlversity show the 
average frame house of either one 
or two stories requiring 100 fuel 
units without storm sash, weath- 
ote gare | or insulation, can be 
heated with 53 units (one-story) 
and 50 units (two-story) by proper 
winterizing.

Golf Pros Fight; Little 


Resigns Post in Protest 


HARLINGEN, Tex., Feb. 14 (AP)—Debonair Lloyd Mangrum of 
Chicago shot into the lead in the $10,000 lower Rio Grande open golf 
tournament today as two pros exchanged blows Mnd the head of 
the PGA rules committee quit in a huff. 


Mangrum posted a blistering 
eight under par 63 for a 54-hole 
total of 196. He replaced Jimmy 
Demaret of Ojai, Calif., as the 
pace-setter, Demaret skidded to 
a one over par 72 and a 201 total 
today, 

N. G. Von Nida of Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, and Henry Ransom of 
Ravina, IIL, were the participants 
in the brief battle and Lawson 
Little, Cleveland, resigned as head 
of the rules committee in protest 
over a ruling by the PGA tourna- 
ment committee. 

Bickering has raged among the 
pros since some rules protests 
were registered yesterday. 

The. brief fight between Von 
Nida and Ransom was not con- 
nected with the dispute over rules. 

Ransom claimed Von Nida told 
him he should be charged with 
an extra stroke on a hole for 
tapping the ball before putting. 
Ransom said he did not tap the 
ball. Hot words passed between 
them then and later the argument 
was renewed near the scoreboard. 
Other pros separated them. 

Von Nida said, “We were dis- 
cussing the rule and I thought it 
was finished. He struck me and 
I struck him back. I have no 
ill will for Ransom and hope 


there is no further trouble. I 
do not want this incident to hurt 
golf and the PGA.” 

Ransom missed a stroke, Von 
Nida said, then putted, thus 
should be charged with another 
stroke, 

Ransom said no one else had 
claimed he should be given the 
extra stroke. 

The protests leading to Little’s 
resignation were over teeing up 
the ball in the fairway and of 
improving the lie. George Schnei- 
ter, chairman of the PGA commit- 
tee, said the rules were not clear— 
that those on the back of the 
scorecard and those on a supple- 
mental sheet did not jibe.

The Philosophy of 
Man of the Fields 


By Leonard Hall 


HEN you've been an outdoorsman all your life and hap- 
pen to look down the road one day and see Old Man Half 


Century coming around the bend, it is a good time, I - 


think, to do a little casting up of your outdoor accounts. Cer- 

. tainly there should be a 
decade—or even two—ahead 
in which you can still swing 
a gun on a fast-flying target 
or drop a fly into a likely- 
looking swirl of fast water, 
especially if you've lived 
right. But just how does 
your account really stand? 
Have you used all those 
days in simply drawing out 
capital stock, as so many 
sportsmen seem to feel they 
have a right to do; or have 
any of them been spent in 
putting something back? 
And jf you've made an in- 
vestment, other than the 
purely selfish one of buying 
guns and tackle or support- 
ing a shooting club, what 
interest have you drawn on 
; days spent in field and 
woodland or along the stream? What have you seen as you've 
one along, besides the trout lying on its bed of watercress in 
your creel—the mallard folding in mid-flight to plummet into 
the marsh—the leap of the big buck as the bullet finds its 
mark? Have your days afield meant anything to you besides 
the kill—the record catch—the maximum bag limit? Any lad 
raised in the Ozark country just after the turn of the century 
is apt to be a bass fisherman—and certainly I am no exception 
to the rule. We had more fish in those days: there is no get- 
ting around the fact. Somehow, though, it isn’t the catching 
ef fish that I remember.

There was « lazy boyhood afternoon in early sum- 
mer, I recall, when the fish weren’t biting. I lay flat 
on my stomach along a high, grassy bank, gazing down 
inte the crystal-clear water of a deep pool. And there, 
close to the bank, a big bass had its bed. It must have 
been the grandma of all the bass in that stretch of 
Mineral Fork and it was depositing its eggs in that 
eirele of gravel which had been fanned clean by the 
male bass.

@ HE WAS AS BIG AS HIS SPOUSE and, once the eggs were 
laid, took over the entire job of watching the nest. I came 
back several times during the week and always the bass was 
At first he gently fanned the water with fins and 
leaving the nest only to charge out fiercely at some in- 
Soon the young had hatched but the male bass still 
Finally I came one day and found him 
the nest destroyed, although it was fully a week 
period for guarding the-young was over.

@ THE NEST OF THE BOB-WHITE hidden in a blackberry 
thicket, with its clutch of a dozen tiny eggs. The mother bird 
giving that soft call of alarm which freezes the young ones 
among the leaves until you can’t see a single bird. The old 
Bob-white himself, sitting atop a rail fence on a bright June 
morning and sending his call ringing clear across the meadows. 
These are things I would not trade even for the picture of old 
Mike hard down on a perfect point on opening ‘day. Indeed, 
there is less and less thrill to be had from hunting any de- 
clining species, even though the hunter may justly claim that 
he is not the primary cause of the decline. Although it is not 
popular to say so, man is no more than the most powerful of 
all the predators which prey upon our wildlife.

@ HE IS A PREDATOR WHEN HE turns the land to uses 
which make it impossible for the wild species to survive, just 
as surely as he is when he over-shoots those species. And he 
is the only predator who does these things knowingly. For it 
is understood by all informed outdoorsmen today that the 
“wild” predators prey only upon the surpluses over and above 
those which the environment can support, thus maintaining the 
norma] balances upon which old Mother Nature insists. Too 
often, it is man who limits the amount of wildlife through the 
‘enanges which he makes in its environment—then blames the 
go-cailed predators for the scarcity. '

@ THERE IS, FOR ME, A SADNESS in walking through a 
woodland ravished by axe and fire where few of the plants 
and animals natural to this environment have survived. Here 
you will find no track of coon or possum in the snow, nor listen 
to the chattering of squirrels in the dawning of a June day. On 
the floor of such a forest, few plants grow to furnish food for 
turkey or deer. Even the song birds are strangely missing 
from the scene. Too often this same thing is true of our 
cultivated lands where fields are plowed out to the last fence- 
row, or pastures are over-grazed to the ultimate weed, or 
erosion has started the broom-sedge growing in fields which 
will no longer grow a crop for man’s use. Man owes a debt to 
nature, it seems to me, which he will be a long time paying. 


Model Training 


Kids at Nebraska Institution Get 
‘Square Deal’ and Respond Favor- 
ably to Humane Treatment — No 
Beatings, No Solitary Confinement

KEARNEY, Nebr., Feb. 14. 

T was getting near bedtime in 

Company E cottage and the 

boys, who range in age from 9 
to 14, were reading comic books 
and magazines, making airplane 
models, working jigsaw puzzles— 
there was a prize of a candy bar 
for the boy who worked his puzzle 
first—and pasting pictures in 
scrapbooks. 

We stopped to look at one of the 
scrapbooks, The other boys for- 
got their 2k gong and went to a 
built-in cabinet to get their scrap- 
books, too. They crowded around, 
each wan us to look at his 
book first. Each one, they ex- 
plained, picked a subject for his 
scrapbook, like horses, dogs, trans- 


. portation, farm animals, and they 


watched for suitable pictures in 
magazines. There was to be a 
prize of a candy bar for the best 
scrapbook, 

One boy proudly but shyly 
brought forth a piece of work he 
had just finished. Around a large 
colored picture of a horse, clipped 
from an advertisement, he had 
made a red cardboard frame, 
trimmed with shell macaroni. We 

ed him why he didn't put it on 
the wall along with the rest of 
the colored pictures and 
drawings which brightened the 
walls of the recreation room. 

“I’m going to send it home,” he 
said proudly. 

It was bedtime for the boys, 
so we went on to visit Company C, 
composed of boys from 14 to 17, 
Since they had company, they 
were allowed to stay up a little 
later than usual. After a whis- 
pered consultation they decided 
they would make the most of the 
occasion by putting on a show for 
our benefit. While the rest of the 
boys wiggled and grinned in eager 
anticipation, one of the boys 
fetched his guitar and French 
harp, and a Negro boy put on a 
pair of heavy-soled shoes. 

To the tune of Turkey in the 
Straw, the Negro boy launched 
into e clog step which, matched 
with the dark skin and shining 
teeth, struck a chord in our mem- 
ory. The cottage master explained 
it 


“Bill Robinson,” he whispered 
in our ear, “The boy saw Robin- 
son in a movie and went back and 
saw the movie six times until he 
had mastered the step.” 

The boys laughed and applauded 
the musician and the dancer, then 
they were shuffled off to the 
shower-room, In groups.of 10 or 
a dozen, they went to the adjoin- 
ing shower room, each stopping 
at a table to pick up a clean towel. 
They get a clean towel every 
night, After showers they walked, 
single file, to the third floor of 
the building where they undressed 
in a room, hung their 
clothes on their own pegs, and 
ran, naked and laughing, into the 
large room filled with white beds. 
On each bed was a pair of white 
pajamas. Wasting no time, be- 
cause the windows had been 
opened and thé temperature was 
close to zero that night, they 
hustled into their pajamas, ar- 
ranged their wool blankets the 
way they wanted them on the bed, 
then stood at attention at the foot 
of the bed. 

“Bow your heads,” said the cot- 
tage master. Heads went down, 
hands were placed together be- 
neath their chins, and in earnest. 
and sincere voices they repeated 
The Lord’s Prayer. 

As we left the room and walked 
down the steps, calls of “G’night 
Mr. Wimberly” were still echoing 
down the corridor,

ARTIN LUTHER WIMBER- 

LY, assistant superintendent 

and general manager of the 
Nebraska Training School for 
Boys, is 42 years old, a six-footer 
with sandy, curly hair, a calm 
manner and an easy way with 
boys. He has been at the insti- 
tution for 21 years and he has 
reached a pretty good understana- 
ing of boys. He likes them, and 
they like him. But there is noth- 
ing maudlin, or even sentimental 
in his approach to the problem of 
straightenirfg out delinquent boys. 
It’s done on a man-to-man basis 
which is as practical as it is hu- 
manitarian. . 

The Nebraska institution, like 
all such places, has had its good 
administrations and its bad ones. 
But Wimberly has always striven 
for humane and progressive meth- 
ods in the treatment of boys. His 
views are shared by the present 
superintendent, Hugo Victor Car- 
roll, who was appointed three 
years ago, and by the three mem- 
bers of the board of control who 
appointed him. As a result, the 
school has gained a nation-wide 
reputation as one of the best- 
regulated and most successful! in- 
stitutions in the country and it 
is one of the few approved by the 
federal government for taking 
boys who have been convicted for 
federal offenses. hi 

No physical punishment of any 
kind is permitted at the place. An 
employe who lays a hand on a boy 
is through, as of that moment, 
Supervision is kept to a minimum. 
There is not a solitary confine- 
ment cell or lock-up of any kind 
at the institution. Punishment is 
in the form of lost privileges. 

“When you beat a boy, or lock 
him up,” says Wimberly, “you've 
admitted defeat. It’s the easy way 
out, of course, but when you resort 
to that sort of thing you've lost 
the battle; you’ve defeated your 
own purpose.” . 

Is it effective? During the 
year from July 1946 to July 1947, 
the school had exactly 23 run- 
aways. 

In the year 1947, there were 407 
runaways from the training school 
at Boonville, Mo. 

When a new boy checks in here 
he sits down for a long talk with 


Wimberly and Carroll. They talk . 


about his home life, his school, 
and the trouble that brought him. 
They explain how the institution is 
run, its purpose and whatris ex- 
pected of him while there. Atter 
he has been outfitted with shoes,

two changes of every day cloth- 
ing, a Sunday suit and overcoat, 
pajamas and so forth, he is inter- 
viewed again, by the classification 
clerk. She makes a summary of 
the boy’s own story, his family 
history, his troubles, his school 
and home life and his adjustment 
to the community. 

He is given a complete physical 
examination in the clean, modern 
and well-equipped hospital (where 
two nurses reside and doctor and 
dentist are on hand at regular in- 
tervals) and given 
for communicable diseases, Then 
he is placed in school according 
to what grade he says he is in. 

After a week, when it is figured 
he has calmed down; he is given 
a test to determine what grade 
he really belongs in, and placed 
accordingly. In a couple of weeks 
he is given an aptitude and 1.Q, 
test to reveal what he is capable 
of doing and how he should be 
handled. In the meantime, the 
classification clerk has been in 
touch with the State Child Wel- 
fare Department, which has in 
turn contacted welfare workers in 
the boy’s home community who 
have made up a complete social 
study on the boy’s background 
from the day he was born, From 
all this a definite program of 
school and work is laid out for the 
boy. Pe 


* * 

F a boy fails to make an adjust- 

ment in his cottage, his school or 

his work, he may ask for recon- 
sideration. He gets a square deal, 
too. Each employe who comes in 
contact with the boy is required 
to turn in a detailed monthly re- 
port on him. If several reports 
are good and one bad, the bad re- 
port, it is logically concluded, 
might be the fault of the employe 
rather than the boy. So the em- 
ploye is called in for an explana- 
tion. Often the trouble lies in a 
conflict of personalities and neces- 
sary changes are made. 

The boys may request inter- 
views at any time, and they are 
never turned down. Many days 
Wimberly and Carroll spend the 
entire day listening to the boys. 
They have held as many as 16 in- 
terviews in a day. A boy may un- 
burden himself completely, and 
nothing he says in these inter- 
views is held against him, The 
interviews seldom fail to bring 
about a better understanding. 

After a boy has been at the in- 
stitution three months, and his 
reports have reached a certain 
standard, he is qualified to join 
the Bond of Honor, something 
toward which boys strive. It 


means he is allowed more privi-° 


leges and is placed to a large ex- 
tent on his honor He wears blue 
overalls and shirts instead of the 
brown shirts and pants which the 
new boys, or the boys who don’t 
qualify, wear. When a boy gets 
the Bond of Honor he guards it 
jealously. 

When a new boy comes in, he is 
allowed to write three letters a 
month, two of which must be to 
his parents. He gets to see one 
movie a week, at the institution. 
His parents can visit him once a 
month, When a boy achieves the 
Bond of Honor he can write seven 
letters a month, two of which 
must be to his parents. He gets 
to go to town to a movie every 
Saturday afternoon (in groups 
with one supervisor) and his par- 
ents can visit every two weeks. 
When they do, the boy can spend 
the day downtown with them. At 
Christmas time, the Bond of 
Honor boys get furloughs to go 
home for the holidays, if they 
live within the state. Last Christ- 
mas some 80 boys were sent home 
on the honor. Three failed to get 
back in time. They were small 
boys who just couldn't bring 
themselves to part with home and 
family and had to be sent for. 

At Nebraska, all boys received 
indeterminate sentences, which 
means they are sentenced until 
they are 21 years old. It is very 
rarely that a boy stays at the in- 
stitution more than eleven months. 
But when he is paroled he isn’t 
sent away and forgotten. If, at 
the end of seven months (when he 
comes before the committee for 
his first hearing) it appears that 
he will be paroled at the end of 
eleven months, the wheels are set 
in motion to try to give him a 
better adjustment to society. A 
summary is made of what the boy 
wants to do, and his potentialities 
as the board sees it. This is sent 
to the Child Welfare Committee, 
which starts laying plans for the 
boy’s parole four months later. A 
parole plan is set up. If things 
are such at home that he can go 
back there, he does. If not, he 
may go to a foster home, If old 
enough, a job is found for him, 
and he is always paroled to some- 
one. Every effort is made to pre- 
vent a repetition of the conditions 
and circumstances which sent him 
to the institution in the first 


place.

up morale and self re- 
spect among the boys. We do it 
by giving them plenty of good 
food, clean living quarters which 
are made as attractive as possible, 
clean clothes and enough activity, 
both work and play, to keep them 
always busy. 

“Then we try to implant in him 
the knowledge that he has found 
friends here who will do anything 
within reason to help him, It 
works. Some places may call it 
Pampering, but we've found it 


‘ works. The kids get to know they 


have someone to lean on—in most 
cases for the first time in their 
lives—and they respond accord- 
ingly.” 

There was a time when boys 
were treated as criminals at the 
institution. They were closely 
guarded and they were whipped 
for punishment. But little by lit- 
tle Wimberly has removed such 
things until they are almost non- 
existent. The last major change 
was made three years ago, when 
guards were all but eliminated. 
They used to have four men on 
horseback patrolling the boun- 
daries. They were done away 
with. The boys used to be heavily 
guarded when they went out on a

Now 
they have but one supervisor, and 
in many cases boys are sent out 
with just a member of the Bond 
of Honor to watch them.

OYS over 16 are allowed to 

smoke—five times each day. 

The cottage master, or whoever 
is in charge, will ca@il a 15-minute 
smoking period at regular inter- 
vals. The smaller boys get candy 
bars instead. The school maintains 
a bank where boys keep money 
that is sent to them, and they are 
allowed to write checks on it for 
necessities and occasional luxuries. 
Every two weeks the cottage 
counselor takes up a purchasing 
list and goes to town and shops 
for the boys for whatever they 
want, if it isn’t something for- 
bidden. 

One cottage of small boys earns 
its own spending money. There 
is a slough in a corner of the 
grounds where fishing worms 
abound. In summer their cottage 
master takes them there and they 
dig worms by the hundreds which 
they sell to fishermen—for what- 
ever fishermen want to pay. They 
put this in a ‘community fund to 
pay for things like fishing tackle 
or Christmas presents. By special 
arrangement, a merchant in Kear- 
ney opens his store on a Sunday 
preceding Christmas and _ these 
boys go to town with their money 
and do their Christmas shopping. 

The recreational program at the 
school takes in every boy. The 
gym has a new hardwood floor, 
there are plenty of basket balls, 
volley balls and other equipment. 
The institution has its school bas- 
ket ball, baseball, football and 
wrestling teams, which compete 
with. other schools in the state. 
There is also an intramural pro- 
gram which:takes in every young- 
ster, 

Every three months, each cot- 
tage is entitled to what they call 
a “Fun Feed,” providing no one 
from the cottage has run away 
during the period, At a Fun Feed 
the boys get to make their own 
menu—they usually specify ham- 
burgers, soda pop and ice cream 
—and the school provides it. All 
they can eat. All the bars are 
down that evening. If it is an 
older group, they can smoke all 
they want to. If it’s a younger 
group they’ get candy instead.

They play bingo for prizes, put on 
impromptu shows. Everything is 
furnished by the institution. A 
boy thinks twice before he spoils 
a Fun Feed for the whole bunch. 
And no boy has ever been known 
to spoil one twice, The disgrace is 
more than he can stand. “I 
haven’t had a boy up for discipline 
for four months,” Wimberly said. 

The boys get a change of bed- 
ding once a week, which means 
clean sheets, clean counterpane 


and clean pillow slips. They get’ 


a change of clothes twice a week, 
they take a bath every night. They 
get clean white pajamas once a 
week, 

The school system includes 
grade school and four years of 
high school. There are seven high 
school teachers and four grade 


school teachers. The scholastic rat- 


ing is high, credits from the school 
are accepted in any public school 
in the country. School is compul- 
sory except for high school grad- 
uates.

IKE the school at Boonville, 
the Nebraska institution is old. 
None of its buildings, in fact, is 
less than 60 years old. But Mere age 
is considered no excuse there for 
filth and dilapidation. Or even for 
a bleak and depressing atmos- 
phere. The outsides of the build- 
ings gleam as white as the snow 
around them. On the inside, the 
old walls and floors are scrubbed, 
waxed and polished until they 
shine. Efforts are made to make 
the recreation rooms and school 
rooms as attractive as possible 
with bright curtains, pictures, 
growing plants and bits of colored 
handiwork done. by the students. 

The Nebraska legislature appro- 
priates $349,516 for the institution 
for a two-year period. To this is 
added $192,000 expected revenue 
from the institution itself. This 
makes a total of $270,758 a year. 


The Missouri legislature appro- 
priates $255,000 a year to run the 
establishment at Boonville, to 
which is added $85,000 expected 
revenue from the institution itself, 
making a total of $340,000, but the 
school seldom comes within $10,- 
000 of reaching its expected rev- 
enue figure. 

Both schools also have size in 
common. Missouri's school covers 
611 acres, Nebraska’s covers 602 
acres. But there the similarity 
ends. Where most of Missouri's 


tillable acres have been allowed to 
erode and grow up in weeds, Ne- 
braska’s acres make the school 
more than self-supporting so far 
as meat, vegetables, fruit and milk 
are concerned. The Nebraska 
school grows 38 acres of potatoes, 
averaging 200 bushels an acre. It 
uses about half, sells the rest. It 
raises about 100 acres of corn and 
150 acres of alfalfa, the latter 
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from its vast, unseen audiente. ;

boys have all the fresh fruits 
and vegetables they can eat in sea- 
son, all the canned fruits and veg- 
etables they can eat in winter, and 
the surplus is sold. They put up 
about 20,000 cans of fruits and veg- 
etables a year. The dairy herd of 
100 includes 50 milk cows which 
supply milk for the school and for 
the state T.B. Hospital—all they 
can drink at both places. They 
raise about 350 hogs a year, butch- 
er what is needed when cold 
weather comes and cure their own 
bacon and hams, 

At the poultry plant they raise 
about 3000 chickens a year. The 
boys at the school and the pa- 
tients at the T.B. Hospital are no 
strangers to fried chicken and 
there are eggs galore and a sur- 
plus to sell. : 

The boys eat well three times a 
day, and if they don’t get enough 
the first time they can go back 
and fill their trays again, They 
get the same food from the spot- 
less kitchen as is served at the 
executives’ dining room adjoining. 
We ate dinner there (it was meat- 
less Tuesday) and dined on baked 
salmon loaf, grilled potato cakes, 
creamed corn, home-made raisin 
bread (made in their own bakery 
—400 loaves a day), fruit and 
tapioca pudding and milk, 

Weight charts are kept on the 
boys and if one doesn’t show a 
steady gain, he is given a check- 
up to find out why. 

There is no prison atmosphere 
at the school, There isn’t even a 
reform school atmosphere. It is 
operated, as it should be, as a

Rochester at the age of 19 and at- 
tended the University of Columbia 
ournalism school for six months 
efore he went to work, for a 
short time, on the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin.

HE Nazi artist who became 
the willing tool of Herr Goeb- 

bels now retires to his artistic 
status and poses as a political in- 
nocent. Such, it seems to me, is 

Wilhelm Furtwaengler the conduc- 

tor. A more clear-cut case is pre- 

sented by Walter Gieseking, the 
pianist. Now that Gieseking is 
reported to be planning an Amer- 
ican tour, Americans must decide 

_ what their attitude toward him 

should be. : 

In defense of Furtwaengler, it 
may be said that he would have 
preferred to avoid entanglement 
with the Nazi machine. That he 
failed to do so dpes him no credit 
and certainly makes him liable to 
penalties from that part of the 
world which sufferéd from the 

Nazi dementia. Gieseking, from 

all accounts, was compliant to the 

point of enthusiastic co-operation. 
According to an article by Del- 

bert Clark, carried in the New 
York Times, Gieseking excused 
and justified the Nazi regime as 
late as 1945. He saw no principle 
at stake in the war, he didn’t be- 
lieve in Nazi atrocities and it was 
difficult, he said, to tell who start- 
ed‘ the war. 
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EVIDENTLY he felt no need of 
repentance or expiation. Before 
the ‘war Gieseking was a flexible 
instrument in the hands of the 
Propaganda Ministry. He gave 
many concerts for the “Strength 
Through Joy” organization; he 
Played at the monster rallies; he 
made an appearance before the 
Nazi Writers Congress. The fol- 
lowing year, in 1943, says Clark, 
“he played for two Nazi organiza- 
tions which were never permitted 
to be exposed to any but the most 
politically unobjectionable visitors. 
One was Odensburg, a highly re- 
stricted school for future party 
leaders, whose student body con- 
sisted of the cream of Nazi youth. 
The ‘other was the Luftwaffe 
school for the training of political 
commissars in the Luftwaffe.” 


Furtwaengler declined to ac- 
cept engagements in occupied 
countries and was not punished. 
Gi » On the other hand, 
played in Italy, Holland, Den- 
mark, Finland, Norway and 

ce. He appeared as an of- 
ficial ambassador Nazi cul- 
ture and his admitted prowess 
at the piano was thereby used 
as a means of glorifying Nazi 
achievement in the arts.

A GERMAN could scarcely be 


blamed for remaining a German 
even though his country had been 
ecized, despoiled and corrupted. 
But Gieseking went far beyond 
the call of duty, the needs of 
sentiment or the necessities of 
alive. He was, in short, 
a N artist, not just an artist, 
and he saw nothing wrong in 
compromising his art by identify- 
ing himself with the s 
propaganda machine. He didn’t 
have to do it. Other musicians 
declined paganda 
without being sent to concentra- 
tion camps, though they may have 
suffered economic penalties for 
so doing. Gieseking made a good 
thing out of it. In 1935 he made 
an income of 84,500 marks; by 
1942 it was 144,000 marks. .

IVERCENE is a three-story, 13-roam mansion on the Mis- 
souri River across from nville. It is a Missouri land- 
mark. Through its 79 years it has retained most of the 

original furnishings, even to silver and chinaware. Now, 
like other survivors of the State’s past, it is threatened with 
disintegration. The present owner, a granddaughter of the 
builder, plans to put it up at public auction unless it can 
be sold intact for preservation as a piece of Missouriana. It 
is typical of the buildings and sites the Missouri Historical 
Monuments Association seeks to preserve through legislative 
action. 
The cast-iron trimmed, gray-brick house was built in 1869, 
at a cost of $50,000 by Captain Joseph Kinney, who made a 
fortune as owner of freight and passenger steamboats on the 
Missouri. He was a Pennsylvanian who failed in steamboat- 
ing on the Gulf of Mexico and the Ohio River, then settled in 
Boonville in 1850. There he opened a shoe store on bor- 
rowed money, succeeded, and in 1856 established the largest 
shoe store in St. Louis. His shoe business financed his 
successful ventures on the Missouri River.

HAT teen-agers do in their leisure time has been reduced to statistics 
for parents and teachers in University City. This was accom- 
plished by a questionnaire survey of the three classes of University 


City High School. The purpose of having students answer questions about 
their spare time was not to pry into their personal affairs, but to gather 


y | information on which to base a well-rounded city recreation program. 
J 


The survey substantiated some preconceptions, such as the students’ 
| great interest in sports. It also produced surprises. One was, that if 
: oe . facilities were increased, 30 per cent of the teen-agers would attend more 
Si / a concerts, plays, lectures. One question brought out an interesting contrast. 
‘ ; In the sophomore class, 10 per cent of the girls and 7.5 per cent of the 
‘ , boys wanted more unchaperoned — among the seniors, the propor- 
tions favoring more informal social affairs were 11 per cent for the boys, 

only 2.5 per cent for the girls. 

Twenty major activities were listed in the questionnaire, and students 
were asked to tell the number of hours they devoted to each during the 

evious week. Also, they were asked what activities they would most 

e if they had more leisure time and if there were more opportunities. 
They suggested: First, more community centers where they could dance, 
get a snack, engage in crafts and hobbies, meet their friends; second, more 
swimming pools and cheaper rates for use of pools; third, more athletic 
fields tennis courts. 

Conducted last year under the technical guidance of the Social Plan- 
ning Council, the survey was a community venture requiring co-operation 
of teachers, students and parents. After the findings were tabulated, there 
were meetings for discussion and plans. Dr. Julius E. Warren, superin- 
tendent of University City schools, feels that the survey had value in addi- 
tion to its statistical information. “It is important,” he said, “that people, 
especially youth, express their opinions.”

Railroad Tunnel 6700 Feet Long, Cost $8,000,000, Being Built in Wyoming 


An important piece of equipment in building the tunnel 
is a drill carriage, called a Jumbo, shown near the en- 
trance. From its three decks nine drills can be operated 
simultaneously. Holes made by drillers are packed with 
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explosives, which blast away rock and earth. Mucking 
machine loads rubble on dump cars which run on nar- 
row gauge track in center of picture. The Jumbo also 
is used in placing shoring timbers and steel ribs.
